FREE COINAGE YET MAY BE IN CONTROL

Sr. Lovis, June 9.—All the ante-convention 
talk is about finance, and the uppermost 
feeling on that subject is that the cause of 
free silver will vex the gathering next week 
most seriously. Sound-money men who have 
hoped for a gold-standard platform from 
the Republican Convention should not be 
corfident that such a declaration will be 


made. Sound money is not in as much 


danger here in St. Louis and in the hands 


of the Republicans as it promises to be 
@i Chicago, but its cause is not secure. 

A very remarkable interview was pub- 
lished here this afternoon. H. De Young of 
The San Francisco Chronicle, a member 
of the National Committee, who has been 
talked of as a candidate for Vice President, 
talked a half column of fact and opinion— 
mostly opinion. It is all free silver and Tel- 
ler He believes the silver States will go with 
Teller, who probably will not be the Chicago 
candidate. But if he should be, Mr. De 
Young says, Teller will carry California 
by a iarge majority. 

In a later interview Mr. De Young said: 
“The delegates from the silver States are 
very determined in their desire to advance 
the interests of silver. They want the right 
to have free coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1. Some of them are very radical, and 
talk about leaving the convention in case 
they fail to have their views adopted. This 
action will not be general. It is generally 
known that Colorado, under the leadership 
ef Teller, proposes to walk out of the con- 
vention. The California delegation has been 
instructed to vote for McKinley, and the 
convention adopted a resolution in favor 
of the free coinage of silver. But our delc- 
gates do not intend to leave the party nor 
the convention in case of the failure of that 
measure. 

“The silver men, especially of Colorado, 
Montana, and other States where silver is 
an iniportant factor, think that if Teller 
should be nominated by the Democratic 
Party in Chicago there would be no ques- 
tion of his indorsement by the Silver and 
Populist Party Conventions, that meet in 
St. Louis on July 22.” 

Col. Trumbo, a delegate from Utah, said: 
“We of the West have become convinced 
that the Republican Party is controlled by 
the Lead Trust and the Eastern manufact- 
urers. The time has come to put the party 
back in the hands of the common people. 

“Our fight is plain. We are for silver 
first, and for a duty on lead and wool. We 
want lead and wool for the West and sil- 
wer for the whole country. 

“Our claim is that the farmer who 
grows the wool is entitled to the same de- 

ree of protection that is given the manu- 
acturer of Massachusetts,”’ 

“ Will you bolt in case a silver plank is 
not adopted?’’ was asked. 

“That is a matter for future considera- 
tion. Thus far we have believed that we 
could fight the matter out within our party 
lines, but if we fail, we may be compelled 
to adopt some other course out of se!lf-pro- 
tection.”

Nearly all the votes of the silver 
I think, will go to him.’’ 

_The De Young statement attracts atten- 
tion, because it says nothing about Mc- 
Kinley, and is devoted principally to hope- 
ful predictions for free silver. 

It is rather significant that a prominent 
member of the National Committee, who 
had read the De Young interview and pro- 
nounced it rather impetuous, admits that 
from what he has learned about the silver 
cause it may win under possible condi- 
tions. But he also says that the opposi- 
tion to free silver will be strong, ena will 
be animated by considerations of safety to 
the party. There is not much doubt that 
the National Committee is for McKinley 
now by about two-thirds of the whole 
number of members, and that the contests 
to be taken up to-morrow will be settled 
with great consideration for the fact that 
McKinley probably will be President and 
in the position to punish obstinacy on the 
part of leaders. 

C. W. Fairbanks of Indianapolis, who was 
flisappointed because ex-President Harrison 
treated him with less consideration than he 
thought he deserved, is spoken of here as 
the desirable temporary Chairman, and 
Senator Proctor seems to have the right 
of way for permanent presiding officer. 

Quite a stir has been created by the de- 
cision to exclude negroes attending the con- 
vention from quarters in the hotels. This 
discrimination against colored persons at 
a Republican convention will be a depart- 
ure from precedents. At all the Repub- 
lican conventions since 1880 the negro del- 
egates and alternates have been treated in 
princely fashion. Now, however, it is ap- 
parent that they will have to be provided 
by special arrangements, as the hotel keep- 
ers are unwiiling to accept them on the 
tame footing as white men.

National Committeeman George W. Hill 
of Tennessee, said yesterday: ‘“‘We will 
make a fight for H. Clay Evans for second 
place. Tennessee and Alabama are in- 
structed for him, besides fourteen dele- 
gates from Texas and six from Kentucky. 
I believe the South will rally to his sup- 
port, as he is immensely popular, and is a 
nk compromise candidate for all sec- 

ons.”’ 

E. H. Dess, Albert Lathrop, and E. A. 
Webster of the South Carolina delegation 
_ in this morning. Mr. Lathrop says that 

uth Carolina is for McKinley and Bvans 
on a platform which shall declare for pro- 
tection and honest money. 

W, S. Manning of Albany said to-day, 
speaking of the Vice Presidency: “‘ Reed is 
unmistakably the choice of the party, and 
he should think well before refusing. When 
his party calls for him, he should respond.”

Joseph B. McCuilagh, editor of The Globe- 
Democrat says: ‘Reed can have the Vice 
Presidency without asking for it. It is 
his if he will only quit refusing it. He has 
all along maintained that he wants first 
place or none. But I consider it quite pos- 
sible that he may accept second place. He 
is not now any more violently opposed to’ 
accepting the Vice Presidential nomination 
than Logan was in 1884. Logan accepted, 
and I believe that if Reed shall be nominat- 
ed by the St. Louis Convention next week 
he will accept. If not Reed, I could not be- 
gin to predict a probable nominee.” 

The Califgrnia delegates are booming 
Ulysses Ss Grant for Vice President. George 
Knight of San Francisco is with the party, 
and will place Grant in nomination. It is 
predicted by the Californians that unbound- 
ed enthusiasm will follow the oratorical 
effort, which is sure to associate father 
and son and please the Grand Army senti- 
ment. 





FAIRBANKS AND THURSTON, 


Selections Made by Hanna for Tem- 
porary and Permanent Chairmen. 


CLEVELAND, June 9.—The slate as now 
arranged by Mark Hanna, McKinley’s 
manager, is for C. W. Fairbanks of In- 
dianapolis to be temporary Chairman of 
the St.” Louis Convention and J. M. Thurs- 
ton of Nebraska permanent Chairman. 

These selections come in the nature of a 
surprise, as neither had been prominently 
mentioned during the canvass for the 
places. It had been understood that the 
selections would be either Merriam of Min- 
nesota, who refused thewhonor a month 
ago, Bulkeley of Connecticut, Alger of 
Michigan, Evans of Tennessee, Warner 
Miller of New-York, or Hastings of Penn- 
sylvania, with Gen. Charles H. Grosvenor 
of Ohio as a possibility. 

These men were all carefully considered 
as to their peculiar fitness by McKinley's 
managers, and for one reason or another 
were rejected. During the heat of the cam- 
paign John M. Thurston had been one of 
McKinley’s most active supporters. At one 
time he was mentioned as the man to make 
the nominating speech for McKinley, and 
when Foraker was.given that honor a deal 
was made whereby Thurston was to re- 
ceive an equally high honor. 

When C.,W. Fairbanks was in Cleveland 
three weeks ago he was considered as the 
proper man to preside over the convention 
during its first arduous -celiberations. A 
strong point in his favor was that in thus 
honoring Indiana McKinley would be as- 
sured of its unanimous support, and would 
effectually kill any attempt to spring Har- 
rison on the convention at the last mo- 
ment. 


THB AUDITORIUM READY. 


Completion of the Decorations of the 
Convention Hall. 





Sr. Louis, June 9.—The finishing touches 
to the Auditorium were given to-day. The 
portraits of Gen. Grant and Admiral Farra- 
gut were put up yesterday. The great 
naval commander will look down upon the 
members of the convention from the gallery 
railing, at the east end of the hall. Direct- 
ly opposite is a portrait of Gen. Phil Sheri- 
dan, representing the army. Lincoln and 
Grant are on the two sides, the first almost 
directly over the speakers’ stand, and Grant 
at the centre of the south gallery, opposite. 
Higher than all: just above the Lincoln 


portrait, is the picture of Washington. Each 
is surrounded by American flags. 

Some have wondered why Sherman, who 
lived-and was buried in St. Louis, and who 
outranked Sheridan when he retired from 
the army, was not ‘selected, instead of the 
latter, for one of the four places of honor 
with Washington. The answer is that the 
local committee desired to have the cavalry 
as well as the infantry represented. 

The absence of pictures and mottoes rep- 
resenting leaders of the Republican Party 
of to-day may be noticed. The omission 
was intentional. The local committee, sup- 
posed to be tinctured with MecKinleyism, 
was placed under restrictions in this mat- 
ter. Here is one of the clauses of the con- 
tract, signed by Chairman Kennard, a 
Democrat, by the way, and his colleague: 

The Citizens’ Committee of St. Louis agrees 
to furnish to the Republican National Commit- 
tee a hall of the seating capacity of 12,000 or 
more, handsomely and properly decorated and 
lighted, without any expense whatever to said 
National Committee, it being understood that 
in the decoration of said hall 
shall not use the picture, photograph, or name 
of any living Republican; nor shall any insignia 
or motto be used calculated to advance the 
eause of any candidate for President. 

Probably no flag in the Auditorium will 
attract more attention and cause more 
comment than that of the Cuban insur- 

It occupies a conspicuous place; in 
the most conspicuous place in the 
entire building. The colors of the Cuban 
Republic can be seen from any seat in 
the gallery or dress circle, and that is more 
than can be said of any other National 
emblem in the building. Even the Presi- 
dent’s flag, or banner, just above the Cuban 
colors, will not be visible to some of the 
occupants of the dress circle.

LEADERS ARE ARRIVING. 


A Warm Contest for Control in Mis- 
souri, 


Str. Louis, June 9.—The prominent arrivals 
to-night include Joseph H. Manley of 
Maine, member of the National Committee; 
Senator Gear of Iowa, Senator Hansbrough, 
National Committeeman of North Dakota; 
Senator Shoup, National Committeeman 
of Idaho; Chairman Thomas Carter of 
Montana, J. S. Hammer, National Com- 
mitteeman from Indian Territory; Wright 
Cuney, (colored,) delegate at large and Na- 
tional Committeeman from Texas; J. R. 
Lynch, delegate at large from Mississippi; 
T D. Riordan of California; Powell faye 
ton, National Committeeman from Arkan- 
sas; N. B. Scott, Committeeman from West 
Virginia; Isaac M. Potter, Committeeman 
from Rhode Island, and W. R. Hearst of 
California. 

Mr. Manley was visited to-night by scores 
of politicians, all eager to press claims of 
various sorts, but Mr. Manley pleaded 
fatigue from his long journey and retired 
early.

Several Trusted Lieutenants Will Ac- 
conrpany Him, and in the Conven- 
tion City He Will Keep Up His 
Fight Against McKinley—He Will 
Insist upon a Strong Sound-Money 
Platform—Mr. Gibbs and the Na- 


tional Committee, 


Mr. Platt has his gripsack packed for 
St. Louis. 

With the same sentiments toward’ Major 
McKinley that he expressed when he opened 
fire on the Ohio man a month ago, he will 


start for the comvention city this morning. 
With him | will @o several trusted lieuten- 
ants, and with his departure the anti-Mc- 
Kinley fight as waged by New-York Repub- 
licans will be next heard from on the battle- 
field, when the noraination of some one will 
be made. 

Some of the delegates from this city 
called to see Mr. Platt last night and take 
counsel with him. Among them were Fred 
S. Gibbs and Abraiiam Gruber. 

Mr. Gibbs called to report progress in his 
canvass of the delegates on the question of 
membership in the National Committee. 
He has been industious, and last night he 
declared that he had the support of sixty-two 
of the seventy-two clelegates. He is going to 
start for the convention city to-morrow, 
and get the advantage of one day’s start 
over the majority of the delegates from this 
State, if it be an advantage to be in St. 
Louis a day ahead at this season of the 
year. 

Representative Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., 
who is to go on the train with Mr. Platt, 
came to this city last night. He had no 
predictions to make as to the outcome at 
St. Louis. 

“ All the information I have as to what is 
going to happen there is that I know how 
I am going to vote,” he said. 

Some who were with the group of poli- 


ticians in the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
night maintaimed that Mr. Platt had 


strengthened himself among Republicans 
of the State by his fight against Major Mc- 
Kinley, from the fact that his attack had 
been given the appearance of a fight on 
behalf of gold as against a “‘straddle”’ on 


the currency question. It is with this idea 
that he will go to St. Louis, it was said. 
It is his purpose to continue the fight 
until the nomination is made. His bridges 
have been burned. He has neither inclina- 
tion nor opportunity to take any attitude 
toward Major McKinley during the next 
week or two other than that taken here- 
tofore, it was asserted. 

“If McKinley shall be nominated,” said 
one of the delegates, ‘ Iir. Platt will come 
home with the record of having fought him 
on behalf of the gold sentiment of this 
State as against silver. Mr. Platt will go 
to St. Louis prepared to emphasize what 
he has said on this subject heretofore. He 
will be one of the best advertised men in 
St. Louis, and he will insist, as will all the 
State delegates, with few exceptions, that 
the currency plank be as sound as that of 
ae New-York Republican State Conven- 

on.”’ 

The anti-McKinley men im this city are 
not yet willing to admit that the Canton 
man will. surely be nominated. They in- 
sist that something will turn up which will 
surprise the country and give the nomina- 
tion to some other man. They refuse to 
believe in the accuracy of the figures of the 
McKinley men, and they count, in part, on 
the results in the contested delegations to 
bear out ‘their position. 

They also count on the —. of the old- 
time manipulators, such as essrs. Platt, 
Clarkson, Manley, Quay, and others, to 
bring about changes of heart among the 
delegates. They cannot believe that these 
old-time ‘‘bosses’’ have lost their cun- 
ning, or that Mr. Hanna has been sharp 
enough to have secured absolutely all the 
delegates he says are for McKinley. 





WORK TO BE DONE AT ST. LOUIS. 


What George E, Green Says Should 
Be Solid Platform Planks. 


President George E. Green of the Repub- 
lican League of New-York has prepared an 
address to the Executive Committee and 
members of the league on the work to be 
done by the St. Louis Convention. He says: 

The time is not a propitious one for dodging 
issues, or building platforms of doubtful planks, 
susceptible of different constructions. The exi- 
gencies of the situation demand an honest, une- 
quivocal and fearless declaration of party prin- 
ciples, and this demand must be complied with 
if success is hoped for. Two of the strongest 
planks upon which the party must rely for 
platform solidity are: 

First—An emphatic demand for ‘‘ sound money,’’ 
and a continual maintenance of the present gold 
basis, recognized by all civilized countries alike 
as the standard of the world. No free silver, 1€ 
to l-ratio, or other compromise proposition in 
advance of an international treaty. 

Second—A decided protective tariff, one made 
‘“*on purpose,’’ not alone for revenue requisite 
to defray Governmental expenses, but as well 
to afford ample protection to home industries and 
home labor against the pauper-wage competition 
of foreign countries. 


President Green calls attention to that 
provision of the league’s constitution which 


prohibits the use of the organization for 
furthering the interests of any candidate 
previous to nomination. Some of the 
State leagues have been passing resolu- 
tions indorsing the candidacy for the, Vice 
Presidency of Gen. E. A. McAlpin, the 
President of the National League. 





TO HELP NEGRO DELEGATES. 


How McKinley Leaguers Would Aid 
the Colored Men. 


The McKinley Leaguers from this State 
propose to help out the Southern delegates 
to the National Convention, against whom, 
if reports be true, the color line has been 
drawu by St. Louis hotel keepers. 

John E. Milholland yesterday read the 
newspaper stories that colored delegates had 
been unable to get accommodations, and he 
promptly came to the rescue. He’sent the 
following telegram to John Hill, Chairman 
of the Mississippi delegation: 

Have read with amazement about your treat- 
ment by St. Louis hotels. It seems incredible. 
Proper treatment was promised colored Republic- 
ans when the National Committee selected St. 
Louis. The New-York McKinley League’s special 
train of sleepers and dining cars will arrive Sun- 
day night, and will be placed at the disposal of® 
yourself and other reputable colored delegates 
and friends who cannot be accommodated else- 

here. 

“TOPEKA, Kan., June 9.+The negroes of 
Topeka held a meeting this morning and 
sent a telegram to Cyrus Leland, the Kan- 
sas member of the National Republican 
Committee, demanding that the committee 
move the National Convention to, Chicago 
unless the hotels at St. Louis shall be more 
hospitable to negro delegates. Gov. Morrill 
sent a like message.

IMR, PLATT’S EARLY START) 


CAPT. HEALY’S SEVERE SENTENCE. 


Suspended for Four Years and to be 
Publicly Reprimanded. 


‘WASHINGTON, June 9.—Capt. Michael A. 
Healy of the Revenue Cutter Service, Treas- 
ury Department, stationed at San .Francis- 
co, Cal., to-day received the next most se- 
vere sentence to dismissal from Secretary 
Carlisle. The order reads: 

That Capt. Michael A. Healy be dropped to the 
foot of the list of Captains of the revenue cutter 
service, and that he retain that place hereafter; 
that he be suspended from rank and command 
and kept on waiting orders for a term of four 
years, and that he be publicly reprimanded by 
the reading of this order on board all vessels of the 
Revenue tter Service by the commanding officer 
of each, at a muster of the commissioned officers, 
and admonished if again found guilty of the 
excessive use of intoxicants during the term of 
his sentence or thereafter, whether afloat or 
ashore, he will be summarily dismissed from the 
service. 

Capt. Healy commanded the United States 
steamer Bear, and charges were preferred 
against him by Lieuts. Daniel and Emery 
and Assistant Engineer Jones. Five charges 
and fourteen specifications were made by 
Lieut. Daniel, one charge and three speci- 
fications by Lieut. Emery, and one charge 
and two specifications by Engineer Jones. 
The charges embraced drunkenness, abusive 
and tyrannous conduct, placing a Govern- 
ment vessel in peril while drunk, and en- 


dangering life and property. There were 


fifty-eight witnesses examined, whose testi-_ 


mony covered 992 typewritten pages. On 
all of the twenty-six charges and specifica- 
tions he was found guilty except on three 
immaterial points, and the trial board rec- 
ommended that he “ be dismissed the serv- 
ice.”’ 

Secretary Carlisle, in his review of the case, 
states that Capt. ‘Healy has served thirty 
years in the Revenue Cutter Service, during 
which time he “performed much creditable 
and valuable service,” and while there are 
no mitigating circumstances, in view of 
the recommendation of the trial board, that 
“such clemency as may be consistent with 
the gravity of the case and the welfare of 
the RevenueeCutter Service,’”’ be extended 
to him, Secretary Carlisle mdified the 
findings of the court as given. 


THE POLICE CALL IT MURDER. 





They Think Iback Was Pushed over 
Niagara Falls. 


NIAGARA Fauus, June 9.—Chief of Police 
Dinan this morning inclines strongly to the 
opinion that the killing of the man her® last 
night was not an accident, but deliberate 
murder, and that the victim was pushed 
over the bank by the man standing near 
to him, and who has since so mysteriously 
disappeared. 

E. H. Henderson of South Bend, Ind., a 
witness of the affair, says he did not see 
the men until his attention was attracted 
by the cry of the victim. He then saw him 
put his hand out as if ‘to clutch for his 
hat, and in the same instant fall into the 
water and be swept over the Falls. The 
point at which he was standing, it is sig- 
nificantly pointed out, is not more than a 
foot from the edge of the Falls, and a per- 
son could easily be shoved over. The police 
think that when the victim threw up his 
hands it was the movement of a man who 
had been shoved from behind, and that the 


sudden push had knocked off the hat, which 
led to the first belief that it had blown off. 

Mr. Henderson says the missing ‘‘ friend ”’ 
handed him a card which the victim of the 
tragedy ave him in Syracuse three weeks 
ago. t bears the name of George Iback, 
commercial traveler for the Indianapolis 
Hotel Register Company. Mr. Henderson 
also says the name of Iback’s companion 
was Kessel, and that when Iback fell into 
the Rapids Kessel was several feet away 
from him. Iback’s body has not been re- 
covered. There is no clue to Kessel’s 
whereabouts. 


TO REMOVE GEN. RAWLINS’S BODY. 





A Proposal to Bury It in Front of 
Gen. Lee’s Old Residence. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., June 9.—John A. Raw- 
lins Post, No. 1, Department of the Poto-

Mrs. George Holman, and Mr. James B. 
Rawlins of Barnegat Park, N. J... Their 
consent will undoubtedly be given. The 
monument over the remains of the General 
in the Congressional Cemetery was erected 
by them. 

Rawlins Post is the oldest organization 
in continuous existence in the Grand Army, 
having been chartered Oct. 12, 1866. 


WRECKED BY A DEADLY CYCLONE. 





An Alabama Town Destroyed and 
Many Persons Killed. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 9.—The little 
town of Wyeth City, in Marshal County, 
some thirty miles west of Gadsden, with a 
population of about 300, was completely 
wrecked at 11 o’clock this morning by a 
cyclone. 

Eighteen dwelling houses were destroyed. 
The cyclone lasted fully five minutes, and 
then passed in a northeasterly direction. 
Fifteén persons are wounded, six fatally. 


Mrs. Picketts and a man named Bundby 
were badly hurt, and will die. Mrs. Clarke, 
Mrs. Brown, and several children will 
probably die. 

The path of the cyclone was about 100 
yards wide. Several persons are missing, 
and it is probable that they will be found 
dead.

THROWN FROM HIS PONY WHILE 
PLAYING A GAME OF POLO. 


He Rode into a General Scramble for 
the Ball on the Westchester Coun- 
try Club Grounds on Monday, and 
After Being Dismounted His Horse 
Rolled on Him—A Pony’s Hoof 
Struck His Head and He Became 
Unconscious—May Recover. 


Some of the members of the polo team of 
the Westchester Country Club had a game 
Monday afternoon. E. Clarkson ,Potter, the 
Captain of the team, and Lawrence and 
Montgomery Potter were on one. side. 


Major Cooley, Howard Potter, and Mr. 
Allen were on the other. Mr. and Mrs. 
Duncan Elliot, Mrs. Augustus V. Ellis, who 
as Miss Annie Hunter, was a dashng cross- 
country rider; Robert Potter, Mrs} E. C. 
Potter, Charles Havemeyer, Mrs. Rew, and 
others of the club members who havecoun- 
try houses inside the grounds were lovking 
on. 

The game began about 4 o’clock. Though 
only six horsemen engaged, they 'were tre 
most daring members of the club, and th¢ 
playing, which had been called for’ practice - 
only, /oecame a most spirited contest. Mr. 
Allen had a pony disabled in the iirst half 
hour, and Lawrence Waterbury ‘took a 
fresh mount, too. Clarkson Potter had 
missed the ball in a hard chase after his 
cousin Howard. Montgomery Waterbury 
barely saved the game from being lost by 
a clever return near the goal. Major Cooley, 
Allen; and Montgomery Waterbury were 
bunched in a scuffle for the ball, and E. 
Clarkson Potter rode in headlong to Water- 
bury’s aid. His pony struck the others and 
fell. Potter at the instant withdrew his 
feet from the stirrups, but was knocked 
down, The pony rolled half over him as 
he lay among the hoofs of the other horses. 
The pony scrambled to his feet’ and ran 
riderless across the field--his master lying 
senseless on the grass. 

The men and women on :the three specta- 
tors’ benches of the little grand stand all 
went to where Potter was, his wife among 
them. While his house is being remodeled 
he is occupying the cottage of Mr. Edwards, 
which is near the clubhouse, and adjoins 
the polo ground. Still insensible, he was 
earried into the house. Dr. William C. 
Deming was called from Westchester Vil- 
lage by telephone, and later Dr. Clement 
Cleveland of 59 West Thirty-eighth Street 
was summoned, They agreéd that Mr. Pot- 
ter’s brain was contused. “fhe only injury 
they could find was a bruise on the left 
side of the head, probably made by a 
pony’s hoof. The skin was mot cut, neither 
was the skull broken. He was unconscious 
all night. He became partially sensible 
during yesterday forenoon. .Dr. Charles L. 
Dana, a specialist in such injuries, of 50 
West Forty-sixth Street, was’ called in con- 
sultation. 

“We are all of the same opinion,”’ said 
Dr. Deming. ‘‘ The injury is a serious cne, 
but is by no means necessarily fatal. We 
think that Mr. Potter will recover, ihough 
slowly as is usual in wounds of this char- 
acter.’”? 

Mr. Potter is the senior member of the 
stock brokerage firm of E. C. Potter & Co., 
36 Wall Street.” His partner is C. M. Oel- 
richs. Mr. Potter is about thirty-six rears 
old. He is a nephew of Bishop Potter and 
married Miss Emily Havemeyer, a daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Havemeyer. 
He is: a_ brother-in-law of William B. 
Duncan, Jr., who married a Miss Have- 
meyer. Mr. and Mrs. E. C. Potter have 
seven children. 

E. C. Potter & Co. have been supposed to 
represent the Sugar Trust in the Stock Ex- 
change.

Many persons called at the office of E. C. 
Potter & Co. yesterday to make inquiries 
about Mr. Potter’s condition. 

Mr. Potter is a member of the Knicker- 
boeker, the Meadowbrook, the New-York 
Yacht, the Racyuet, and the Metropolitan 
Clubs. He has been an energetic sports- 
man in polo, cross-country riding, and golf. 
He is considered one of the best polo players 
in the country, and is ‘Treasurer of the 
National Polo Association. A favorite say- 
ing of his has been that a man to ride or 
do any other athletic thing well must not 
be afraid of getting hurt. 

“Tt’s heart that wins prize fights and 
every kind of rough ottdoor games,’’ he 
would say. In playing polo and in riding 
cross-country ,jhe has had many hard 
knocks.

PRICK THREE CENTS. 
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WILL NOT ENFORCE ** BLUE LAWS.” 


Jersey City’s Chief of Police Will Pre- 
vent “ Retaliation.” 


The threat of the Jersey City saloon keep- 
ers to bring about a revival of the old blue 
laws in retaliation for the enforcement of 
the Sunday laws against liquor selling in- 
spired several timid persons to ask Chief of 
Police Murphy yesterday what he proposed 
tg do aboutit. The Chief assured them that 
they might make their minds easy about the 
matter. 

“The police,” said he, ‘‘ will not be in- 
structed to arrest an organist who is play- 
ing an organ in church, because I do not 
propose to have the police force used in 
giving effect to any retaliatory measures 
the saloon keepers may see fit to adopt. I 
regard the work of an organist as part of 


the service, the same as the singing or the 
preaching. 

“As regards the old blue laws, I consider 
that they have been so amended as to, ex- 
empt works of charity and of necessity from 
their operation. Under the amendments I 
believe it proper for grocer’s and butcher’s 
shops to be open on Sunday morning and 
remain open until noon. It may be proper 
to fine a grocer for selling sardines, since 
these may be bought at any time, but poor 
peraane, who cannot afford to buy ice, and 

ave no conveniences for keeping it, should 
certainly be permitted to puy meat, milk, 
and butter until noon. 

“Bicycle riders the police will not inter- 
fere with, neither will the police stop rail- 
road trains or trolley cars. 

“But the excise laws will be enforced 
every Sunday, and will be enforced as vig- 
orously as possible. Public sentiment, with- 
out regard to persons or politics, is behind 
this enforcement, and it will’ be kept up. 
If the saloon keepers attempt to retaliate 
with the old blue laws I think they will 
find that they have merely invoked the aid 
of a boomerang.”

SKETCHES OF THE COMMISSION, 


President Seth Low of Columbia Unie 
versity and His Associates. 


President Seth Low of Columbia Unt 
versity was born in Brooklyn, on Jan. 14 
1850. He is the son of A. A. Low, who was 
one of New-York’s famous merchants, anc 
who for many years did business in Burling 
Slip. He passed through his earlier studies 
at the Juvenile High School, and the Poly: 
technic Institute, in his native city. Then 
he entered Columbia College, and was grad- 
uated in 1870, at the head of his clags, 
when but twenty years oid. After a short 
trip abroad, he entered the mercantile 
house of A. A. Low & Brothers, and be- 
came a partner in 1875. On the retire- 
ment of the elder members of the firm, he- 
was placed at its head. He was elected a 
member of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
has served on several of its most important 
committees. 

He was the first President of the Bureau 
of Charities of Brooklyn, and was elected 
Mayor of Brooklyn in 1881, being re-elected 
in 1883. He was chosen President of Co- 
lumbia College in 1889, and was inaugurat- 
ed in February, 1890. 

While an advocate of consolidation, Mr. 
Low was opposed to the present law, under 
the provisions of which he has been ap- 
pointed a Commissioner. He appeared be- 
fore the Mayor to oppose the passage of 
the law. He held the opinion that the 
charter for the greater city should be pers 
fected and presented to the people before 
a law, decreeing consolidation at a fixed 
gate, should be adopted. 


Benjnmin F. Tracy. 


Benjamin Franklin Tracy is a native of 
Owego, Tioga County, where he was borm 
on April 26, 1830. His father was one of 
the early settlers of the place. He was edu- 
cated in the Owego Academy, and began the 
study of law when but eighteen years old, 
and was admitted to the bar as soon as his 
age would permit. At the outbreak of the 
war he recruited two regiments in Tioga 
County and became Colonel of one of them, 
the One Hundred and Nineteenth New-York 
State Volunteers. For gallant service at 
Spottsylvania he was made a Brigadier Gen- 
eral, and for some time he had charge of 
the rebel prison at Elmira. He had, pre- 
vious to tke war, been District Attorney of 
his county and a member of Assembly. 

At the close of the war he resumed the 
practice of the law in this city with the firm 
of Benedict, Burr & Benedict. In 1866 he 
was appointed United States District Attor- 
ney for Brooklyn, and held that office for 


seven years. He was one of the counsel 
who defended Henry Ward Beecher In the 
celebrated Tilton-Beecher suit. President 
Harrison appointed Gen. Tracy Secretary of 
the Navy, and he held that office curing 
Harrison’s Administration. After leaving 
Washington he again resumed his law prac- 
tice in this city, the firm of which he is the 
senior member being Tracy, Boardman & 
Platt. 


John F. Dillon, 


John F. Dillon is an ex-Judge of the 
United States Circuit Court. He was born 
in this State sixty-five years ago, and, not- 
withstanding his age, he is vigorous, both 
mentally and physically. He left this State 
with his parents in early life and seitled 
with them in Iowa, in which State he lived 
continuously for more than forty years. He 
was admitted to the bar in that State in 
1852, and six years later was elected Judge 
of the Seventh Judicial District, and four 
years later was re-elected without opposi- 


tion. He became Judge of the lowa Su- 
preme Court in 1863 and served in that 
position for twelve years. 

Next he became United States Circuit 
Judge for the Highth Judicial District, em- 
bracing Missouri, lowa, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, Kansas, and Arkansas. He became 
general counsel to the Union’ Pacific Rail- 
way.

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford is a native of 
this city and is a member of the law firm 
of Arnoux, Ritch & Woodford. .He was born 
Sept. 3, 1835, and was educated at the Co- 
lumbia Grammar School and then entered 
Columbia College. After leaving there and 
spending one year at Yale, he returned to 
Columbia and‘ was graduated in the class 
of ’54. He was admitted to the bar in 1857, 
and in 1861 was appointed United States 
Attorney for the Southern District of New- 
York. In the second year of the war he 
resigned the position and enlisted in Com- 
pany H vf the One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh Regiment, N. Y. S. V. He was 
made Captain of the company and soon rose 
to be Lieutenant Colonel of the regiment. 
He was promoted to be Brigadier General, 
and after the evacuation of Charleston was 
made Military Governor of that city. 

After. his-return from the war he was 
elected Lieutenant Governor of this State, 
with Reuben E. Fenton for Governor. He 
Was a candidate for Governor in 1870 
against John T. Hoffman, and was defeat- 
ed. He was appointed United States At- 
torney for the Southern District of New- 
York in 1877, and held that office until 1883, 
when he was succeeded by Elihu Root. He 
has held no public office since. 


Ashbel P. Fitch. 


Controlier Ashbel P. Fitch was born at 
Mooers, Clinton County, N. Y., Oct. 8, 1848, 
and received. his. education in the public 
schools 8f this city. He was prepared for 
college at Williston Seminary, at Easthamp- 
ton, Mass., and then went to Europe, where 
he completed his studies at the Universities 
of Jena and Berlin. On his return to this 
eountry he studied law at the Columbia 
Law School, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1869. He was a member of the Fiftieth 
Congress. He was renominated for Con- 
gress in 1888, was elected, and re-elected in 
i896 and 1892. He resigned as Congress- 
man to accept the office of Controller, 
which he will hold until the end of 1807. 


Silas B, Dutcher. 

Silas B. Dutcher was born. in Otsego 
County, this State, July 12, 1829. He was 
brought up on a farm, where his educa- 
tion was limited. Coming to this city in 
1855, he engaged in mercantile pursuits. 
President Johnson appointed him Super- 
visor of Internal Revenue in November, 
1868, and he remained in that office until 
November, 1872, when he resigned to ac- 
cept the United States Pension Agency in 
this city. He held that office for three 
years, and then resigned to take a respon- 
sible position with the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company. Subsequently he was 
appointed Appraiser of the Port of New- 
York, and he held that office until 1880, 
when Gov. Cornell appointed him Super- 
intendent of Public Works. 

_Some time afterward he became Presi- 
dent of the Union Dime Savings Bank of 
this ‘city. He held this office until 1891, 
when he was made President of the Ham- 
ilton Trust Company of Brooklyn. He has 
‘resided in Brooklyn since 1861, and has 
been for four years a member of the Brook- 
lyn Board of Education. He is also a Di- 
rector of the Nassau and the Atlantic Ave- 
nue Street Railway companies. 


William C. De Witt. 

William C. De Witt is a well-known law- 
yer of Brooklyn and was formerly Corpora- 
tion Counsel of that city. He was born in 
Paterson, N. J., Jan. 25, 1840, and went to 
Brooklyn when but five years old. He was 
educated at the -Claverack Institute and 
subsequently studied law. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1861, and eight years later 
he was elected Corporation Counsel, hold- 
ing that office for nearly thirteen consecu- 
tive years. .

M. Pinney, Jr., District Attor-

FOR THE COMMISSION. 


Section of the Law Under Which Gov. 
Morton Has Acted. 


The law under which this commission is 
appointed is contained in Section 3 of the 
Act of Consolidation, and reads as follows: 

The President of the commission appointed 
under Chapter 311 of the Laws of 1890, the 
Mayors respectively of the cities of New-York, 
Brooklyn, and Long Island City, the State En- 
gineer and Surveyor, the Attorney General, and 
nine other persons, residents of the territory 
ef said municipal corporation, as so enlarged, 
who shall be appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall 
be Commissioners, and are hereby authorized 
and directed, on or before Feb. 1, 1897, to make 
a final report to the Legislature and submit 
therewith such bills as will, upon their enact- 
ment into laws, provide a government for the 
municipal corporation, the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Commonalty of the City of New-York, as 
by this act enlarged, and among other things 
for attaining an eaual and uniform rate of tax- 
ation and of valuation for the purpose of tax- 
etion throughout the whole of the territory of 
the said municipal corporation as so enlarged; 
and that commission shall cease to exist on 
March 1, 1597. 

Said commission may, in and for the perform- 
ance of said work, employ counsel and such 
other persons as it may deem necessary, and fix 
their compensation; subpoena witnesses, compel 
the production before it of any public record or 
document of any of the bodies politic or cor- 
Porate aforesaid, administer oaths, and ex- 
@mine thereunder any person touching the sub- 
ject matter hereby committed to its charge; and 
each of the said bodies politic and corporate, its 
Agents and servants, is hereby directed, for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
act, to furnish to the said commission or its 
representatives free access at all reasonable 
hours to all such records and documents and all 
information within its pussession or under its 
control. 

The said commission shall proceed as continuous- 
ly as may be with the work aforesaid, and ¢hall, 
from time to time, report to the Legislature its 
progress therein and its recormmendations, and 
shall prepare and submit to the Legislature bills 
in proper form for enactment embodying such 
recommendations with a proposed charter or bills 
for the government of such consolidated munici- 

ality, and providing further for the election of a 
Mayor and the other municipal officers therein 
provided for at the general election to be held 
in the year 1897. 


Mayor Strong Satisfied. 


Mayor Strong looked over the list of Com- 
missioners of the Greater New-York and 
said: *‘I regard these selections as excel- 
lent. I have nothing to say about the way 
in which the places are divided among the 
various divisions of the municipality. I 
Was not consulted about the appointments, 
nor did I make any recommendations to the 
Governor, but the men selected are very 
satisfactory.”’ 


Coutrolier Fitch’s Friends Pleased, 


The selection of Controller Fitch as one of 
the New-York City members of the Greater 
New-York Commission has gratified the 
Controller’s personal and political friends 
very much. His knowledge of the fnaazcial 
affairs of the city will be of great service in 
the deliberations of the commission if he 
accepts the appointment. There is no doubt 
that he will accept if he finds that there is 
no legal objection in the way. The only 

uestion is, whether the provision of the 
Consolidation act wuich provides that no 
city official shall hold any other pcsition 
under the city, State, or National Govern- 
ments, of trust, honor, or emolument, would 
apply to the Controller. This will be looked 
into by the Controllier before he signifies hig 
§ntention regarding the appointment.

Senator Wolcott's Resolution to In- 
quire into the Controversy Voted 
Down by the Senate—A bong De- 
bate on the Question, Which Ends 
in the Defert of the Motiov—Mr. 
Wolcott's Clear Explanation of 
His Motives. St 


} 
WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Senate to-day 
considered the resolution offered yesterday 
by Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Col.,) for an inquiry 
into the contest for the erection of an eques- 
trian statue for Gen. W. T. Sherman, and 
requesting the suspension of the contrgct 


i 


until the next session. 

Mr. Wolcott explained and advocated the 
resolution. It seemed to him, he said, that 
a great injury had been done in making the 


contract, and that a proper investigation 
of the subject by the Library Committee 
of the Senate would result either in right- 
ing the wrong done or in showing that the 
contract was the best eonclusion of the 
whole matter. Mr. Wolcott rehearsed some 
of the facts, which showed that the Army of 
the Tennessee had collected $16,000, and 
that Congress had appropriated $80,000, 
making the whole fund $96,000; that bids 
and models were called for; that twenty-six 
models had been submitted, and that a com- 
mittee of National sculptors, including the 
most distinguished sculptor in the world, 
had been appointed, which had selected two 
models as the best, but of such equal merit 
that the committee preferred that the com- 
mission itself should determine which should 
be accepted. 

Mr. Mills (Dem., Texas,) asked Mr. Wol- 
cott who had appointed “those cultured 
gentlemen at New-York.”’ 

“The Army of the Tennessee, on June 20, 
1895,"" Mr. Wolcott replied. 

He went on to state that a committee of 
the Army of the Tennessee struck from the 
list of names of sculptors, who were to re- 
ceiye $1,000 each, one who stood’ No. 4 in 
the list, and had put in his place one who 
had stood as No. 10—Mr. Rohl-Smith—and 
had given to this artist, whom it had thus 
boosted _up, the contract for the statue. 

The City of Washington was, he said, dis-+ 
graced by monuments and statues and 
bronzes, which should have no place there. 
But Senators owed it to themselves, to 
art, and to truth, that if people who have 
knowledge on the subject of art are in- 
vited to give their judgment, that judg- 
ment should be observed. Many of the art- 
ists who competed never would have com- 
peted if they had not supposed that their 
models would be passed upon by men of 
competent judgment. It was a grave ques- 
tion, too, whether, under the circumstances, 
these artists had not legal rights which they 
might insist upon. He wound up his speech 
by declaring that the question should be 
investigated whether or not the selection 
of the model and the giving of the con- 
tract had been done fairly, straightforward- 
ly, and legally. 

Mr. Allison, (Rep., Iowa,) argued against 
the resolution, and contended that the only 
jurisdiction which Congress had over the 
matter was given in the joint reselution 
of 1892, which provided that a commission, 
consisting of the President of the Army 
of the Tennessee, (Gen. Dodge,) the Sec- 
retary of War, and the General of the 
Army, were—to do what? to select a site 
for the statue and prepare the pedestal on 
which it should rest. Referring to Mr. 
Rohl-Smith of Chicago, Mr. Allison said 
that it was well known that one of the 
artists’ commit*‘ee, Mr. St. Gaudens, was an 
open and avowed enemy of Mr. Rohl-Smith, 
and had accused him of stealing his (St. 
Gauden’s) likeness of Gen. Sherman. Mr. 
Allison also said that the final award had 
been made by the Secretary of War, the 
General of the Army, the President of the 
Army of the Tennessee, (Gen. Dodge,) Gen. 
Henderson, Gen. John W. Noble, and Col. 
Cabell. They had sat in judgment on the 
models, 

Was it to _be supposed, Mr. Allison asked, 
that these six men betrayed, for favoritism, 
the trust reposed in them; or that they 

juggled” with artists for the purpose of 
helping some favorite? Should these men 
be degraded by an inquiry as respected 
their competency, their honesty, and their 
integrity? ‘Whatever others might do, he 
would not vote for any such inquiry or for 
any such stigma upon these men. 

Mr. Hawley, (Rep., Conn.,) also opposed 
the resolution. yet he favored was a 
popular statue of: Gen. Sherman—such a 
one as his old soldiers would recognize at 
half a mile distance; not a mere work of 
art, brennan —. oe saatibed “The Ameri- 
can General,” but which was not 
ae = Tecumseh.”’ abeu sain 

Mr. Mills (Dem., Texas,) joined in - 
Sition to the resolution. <A committe. of 
artists who arrogate to themselves an 
exclusive knowledge of art would be he 
said, the last people to whom he would 
refer on such a subject. He would defer 
to the venerable brother and children of 
Gen. Sherman. And as between the sol- 
diers who followed Gen. Sherman and the 
subordinates who served under him, he 
would say that they, not a committee of 
artists, were the proper judges. 

Mr. Wolcott renewed his protest against 
the disfigurement of the City of Washing- 
ton by. inartistic statues. It would be 
many a year, he said, before those artists, 
who were charged by the Senator from 
Texas with “arrogating” to themselves 
all knowledge of art, would again inter- 
fere with the proposed action of Congress, 
They (Messrs. St. Gaudens, Ward, and 
French) had been invited to pass upon the 
question, and had done so disinterestedly, 
fairly, and intelligently. But their action 
had been brushed aside as if it had ‘been 
a feather. He had been informed, but did 
not know how true it was, that the suc- 
cessful artist included on his panel pictures 
of the judges who had passed upon the 
work, while the others had not. At all 
events, the action of that committee of 
artists had been intelligent and disinter- 
ested, and ought to have weight. The sub- 
ject was one which Congress. should in- 
vestigate. 

Finally the vote was taken and@ the reso- 
lution was defeated.

Tells of His Inspiration 
in Mission Work. 


In the Friends’ Meeting House, at 144 
Bast Dwentieth Street, last evening, David’ 
Tatum, spoke on “‘The Wonderful Provi- 
dences of God in Divine Guidance and An- 
swers to prayer.’”’ Mr. Tatum comes from 
Denver, Col., and -has spent a lifetime in 
Gospel, missionary, and temperance work’ 
in the Friends’ Church. As he sat on one 
of the three benches which, rising one 
above the other, facing the congregation, 
take the place of a pulpit in the quaint old 
Meeting House,.Mr.-Tatum seemed quite in 
his proper place.” He looks almost eighty 
years old, and his show-white hair, heavy 
gold-bowed spectacles, ‘and straight black 
coat gave him an old-time air. 

Mr. Tatum believes implicitly in the visi- 
tations of messengers of God, with a 
simple straightforwardness which showed 
how firmly he believed what he said, told 
of remarkabdie instances in his own career. 

*““When I was living in Indianapolis, in 
September, 1860,’’ he said, ‘‘I sat alone in 
my room reading, and suddenly, whether I 
was awake or in a trance, there stood be- 
fore me a person that impressed me as an 
angel. He was robed in snow white, and 
his right foot that stood out from his robe 
was of marvelous delicacy. His auburn 
hair was of a golden tinge. His face was 
veiled with a fabric, wonderfully fine, but 
veiled so that I could not see it. He said 
to me; ‘ David, if thou strive and give thy- 
self to serve God, thou shalt be rewarded.’ 
I cried out, ‘O Lord, have mercy and save 
me.’ Three other times have I been visited 
by angels who gave me counsel.”’ 

Mr. Tatum told of an experience he 
had in Cleveland, Ohio. He said he was 
walking along the street when jhe became 
suddenly impressed with the feeling that 
some one was very sick and needed him. 
Not knowing of any one who was sick he 
walked along and turned into a narrow 
street. ‘‘I passed several] houses,’’ said the 
preacher, ‘“‘ and at last stopped and knocked 
at one. A neatly-dressed young woman 
came to the door. I asked her if any one 
was sick and she told me that her mother~ 
was very ill. I found her mother a be- 
liever, but without hope, I read to her the 
fifteenth chapter of John. She said she had 
a vision the night before of some one 
coming to her and reading that chapter. 
‘When you came in,’ she said, ‘I recog- 
nized you.’ ”’ 

Mr. Tatum, with increasing fervor, told 
a story of his being suddenly moved with 
a feeling that in. a saloon he would find 
a young man who needed him. He said 
that he walked on down the street, passing 
many saloons, until he felt that he had 
reached ‘the right one. Within he found a 
young man lying drunk whom he cared for 
and converted. hat God interferes direct- 
ly in the affairs of man in answer to prayer, 
the preacher proved by a story of how he 
had once payee that in order to reach a 
town where he was greatly In need, the 
Lord would hold a train at a Png tem 
out injuring any person or doing age 
to the ony Wien he reached thé junction, 
Mr. Tatum said, he found the connecting 
train with one wheel off the track ‘ with 
not so much as a bolt broken. 


COMPRESSED AIR WILL BE TRIED. 





Experiments Up Town Until the Motor 
Can Be Well Tested. 


An addition to the Metropolitan Traction 
Company’s*power house, at Lenox Avenue 
and One Hundred and Forty-sixth Street, is 
in course of erection. It will be equipped 
with the machinery necessary for the pros- 
pective experiments with compressed-air 
motors. This machinery is not elaborate 
or extensive, consisting mainly of a com- 
pound condensing engine, to which will be 
attached the air compressors. It is ex- 
pected that six of the ten Broadway cable 
cars sent to the American Wheelock En- 
gine Works, in Worcester, Mass., to be 
fitted with the Hoadley compressed-air 
motor, will be returned to this city about 
July 1. They will be operated only on the 
Lenox Avenue line unti) the practicability 
of the new motor is thoroughly tested. 

The attention of H. H. Vreeland, Presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan Traction Com- 
pany, was called yesterday to the following 
extract from a long article published in 
Boston and in Worcester a few days ago: 

A syndicate of New-York capitalists who are 
very much interested in the Metropolitan Traction 
Company have just purchased the American 
Wheelock Engine Company of Worcester, Mass., 
and all the patents which that company controls. 

“There is no truth in that statement,”’ 
said Mr. Vreeland. ‘“‘The Metropolitan 
Traction Company is not negotiating for 
the control of the American Wheelock En- 
gine Company, or any of its patents, and I 
do not know of any circumstance that couid 
serve as a foundation for such a report. 

To the following statement_ made by The 
Worcester Spy President Vreeland gave 
assent: 

One thing is certain. The motor will never 
be manufactured in this city, as the works at 
South Worcester are not at all adapted for the 
purpose. The experimental work has been done 
here, simply because the plant was somewhat se- 
eluded, and was one of the Hoadley concerns, 

On this point Mr. Vreeland merely re- 
marked: ‘If the motor proves to be a suc- 
cess, its manufacture will require more 
room and a larger plant than they have 
in Worcester.”’ 

Fifteen of the sixty open cars ordered for 
the Broadway, the Columbus Avenue, and the 
Lexington Avenue cable lines have been 
delivered, but no open cars will be run 
over the lines named until the entire sixty 
are ready for use. In size and color these 
open cars will all be similar to the present 
standard Metropolitan Traction car. They 
will be lighted by the Pintsch light, the 
same as the closed cars.

FOREIGN SIGNS FOR DELEGATES. 


Pauper Labor of Europe as an Aid to 
the Convention, 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The McKinley con- 
vention will be guided to its deliberations 
by imported signboards. American skill 
with the brush or the enamel and tools 
has been found insufficient to guide the 
delegates aright, and foreign pauper labor 
will contribute the means by which the 
delegates will grope their way toward the 
convention hall. Even the possibility of 
having the path marked out for them at 
all is due to the courtesy of a Democratic 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury, who has 
extended the special privileges of the cus- 
toms laws to the decorators in order that 
the signs may reach St. Louis from their 
foreign birthplace in time. 

A dispatch reached Secretary Carlisle last 
Friday, signed by Mayor C. P. Walbridge, 
running as follows: 

Fifty-one hundred street signs imported from 
Englan® by Contractor G. W. Jefford are 
needed in St. Louis before the Repblican Con- 
vention méets. They are held by Custom House 
officers for appraisement in New-York. Please 
have them released and appraisement made later, 
so they can reach here in time to be used. 

Mayor Walbridge ‘was notified the next 
day that the goods could not be released 
without examination, but that warehouse 
and transportation entry might be made 
and examination waived at New-York. He 
telegraphed back on Tuesday to Acting 
Secretary Hamlin: 

Please permit street signs for City of St. Louis 
to be reshipped in bond to St. Louis and examina- 
tion made here. They are urgently needed. 

Acting Secretary Hamlin was touched by 
this pleading appeal for guidance for the 
benighted McKinleyites, and, without wait- 
ing for the slow process of the mail, tele- 
graphed the Collector at New-York to per- 
mit the shipment of the signs in bond, 
waiving examination. Obedience to his in- 
structions by the customs officers, there- 
fore, will enable the McKinley and anti- 
McKinley delegates, by the aid of foreign 
etal to find their way to the convention 
hall.

Coroner Tuthill Comments on a Re- 
cent Fatal Accident. 


Coroner Tuthill made a charge to a jury 
yesterday in reviewing a fatal bicycle acci- 
dent that attracted more than ordinary at- 
tention. 

The case was that of Charles F. Schroed- 


er of 53 Bedford Street, who received fatal 
injuries on May 16 by falling over the 
Palisades while riding down the Gorge 
Road, near Shady Side, N. J. 


lon, Coroner’s Physician, visited the place 
after the accident, and yesterday Dr. 
O’Hanlon described it to the jury as being 
very dangerous. There is no sign warning 
those who might start to ride down the 
road of the danger, and there is only a pile 
of stones a foot high along the edge of the 
precipice to keep wheelmen or vehicles 
trom falling over. 

BF ee charge to the jury Coroner Tuthill 

This case calls for special comment. It is the 
opinion of the Coroner that accidents attending 
the use of the bicycle as a vehicle, either for the 
purpose of pleasure or business, are not receiving 
that amount of serius consideration which they 
demand and which is accorded to cases of acci- 
\dent in connection with: othér vehicles when used 
either for business or pleasure. 

The Coroner is impressed with the fact that In 
private and official life the general feeling and 
a ntiments regarding bicycle accidents have ieen 

nd are about thé same as that manifested toward 
accidents attending ‘skating, swimming, and 
hunting, or other well-recognized hazardous ras- 
times. The use of the bicycle should not be so re- 
garded, 

The evolution of the wheél among us bas been 
so phenomenally rapid, and its eager adoption 
so general, that unless we pause to study the 
Situation carefully we are not aware of the 
changed conditions surrounding us. But when we 
stop to investigate the development and growth 
of the bicycle among us, it appears as one of the 
marvels of this marvelously progressive age in 
which we live. Let me state briefly some of the 
Statistics of the bicycle. 

There were manufactured in 1895 and im- 
ported and disposed of in this country 500,000 
wheels, and from Jan. 1, this year, to May 1, 
one-third more wheels were disposed of than 
for the whole of 1895. A conservative estimate 
made by various dealers and manufacturers 
places the number of wheels owned in this city 
at 300,000, with enough more on rental to make 
more than one wheel for every family on Man- 
hattan Island, and in the annexed district; 
that is, a great many more bicycles than there 
are carriages, trucks, horse cars, and all other 
vehicles combined. 

Three weeks ago last Sunday, by actual count, 
38,000 New-York wheelmen went out of the 
city for the day over the various ferries—a 
greater number than the combined Army and 
Navy of the United States. 

The magnitude and importance of this evolu- 
tion of the wheel demands official attention 
from legislators and officers of the law for the 
mutual benefit of that portion of the community 
who are wheelmen and those who are not wheel- 
men, 

The rest of the charge related to the cir- 
cumstances in the Schroeder case. The 
jury rendered a verdict that Schroeder’s 
death was due to an accidental fall, ‘‘ owing 
to an improperly constructed and guarded 
roadway,’ and said regarding the Gorge 
Road: ‘‘ We direct the attention of the au- 
thorities to the fact that no sign is posted 
warning travelers of the proper direction 
to be pursued and the dangers of the road. 

Mr. Schroeder’s death came before a 
New-York Coroner because his death took 
place in Roosevelt Hospital, in this city, a 
few hours after the accident. He and his 
wife were on their way to Hoboken, N. J., 
when the accident took place. Mr. Schroe- 
der lost control of his wheel, and plunged 
over the embankment, which is about 
twenty feet high. His skull was fractured 
and his arm was broken. 

There was another fatal accident to a 
wheelman at this same place and in the 
game manner last Sunday. 


On the Wrong Side of the Street. 


Steven Patterson, a driver for the New- 
York Dispatch and Express Company, was 
held in $3800 bail in the Yorkville Police 
Court yesterday for examination to-day on 


a charge of running down John Calhoun of 
231 West Fiftieth Street and severely injur- 
ing him on the Boulevard on eg after- 
noon. According to Policeman Gillies, one 
of the bicycle squad of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station, Patterson was driving 
at a rapid gait up the Boulevard. He was 
on the wrong side of the street, and he 
turned the corner of Seventy-fourth Street 
at the same rapid pace. Mr. Calhoun, who 
was riding his bicycle, was knocked down. 
His wheel was smashed, and he was so 
badly hurt that he could not appear in 
court yesterday. 


Cannot Ride on the Sidewalks. 


The resolution of the Board of Alder- 
men, permitting bicyclists to “use the side- 
walks along the King’s Bridge Road, above 
One Hundred and Ninety-second Street, un- 
til the roadway has been properly paved, 
has been vetoed by the Mayor, on the 
ground that it is illegal.

An Italian on His Way to Service 


Nearly Causes a Riot. 


Trank Valente, twenty-three years old, 
of 191. Mulberry Street, almost caused a riot 
in front of the Broome Streeet Mission, at 
Broome and Centre Streets, last evening 
while mission services were being conducted 
inside. Valente was on his way into the 
church, when he was stopped at the door

All three men were 
taken to the Mulberry Street Station, where 
their wounds were dressed by an ambu- 
lance surgeon from St. Vincent’s Hospital. 
Valente was removed, a prisoner, to the 
hospital, and the other men were locked up 
in the station house.

THE SENATE AND HOUSE SETTLE 
WHEIR DIFFERENCES. 


An Agreement Reached on the Indian 
Bill—The Appropriation for Cath- 
olic Schools Was Responsible for 
the Prolonged Conference, and a 
Similar Matter Is All that Stands 
in the Way of the Passage of the 
District Bill. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The adjournment 
of the two houses of Congress will prob- 
ably take place to-morrow. The most se- 
rious obstacle to adjournment was re- 
moved when the American protective senti- 
ment in the House gave way late this aft- 
ernoon in regard to the Indian Appropria- 
tion bill and the conference report on the 
measure was accepted. 

The bill as passed simply .postpones for a 


year the complete abolition of the contract 
school system, but this was all that the 
Senate was contending for. The report was 
accepted in both houses without a roll call, 
so that A. P. A. members escaped the 
odium of going squarely on record. 

Representative Sherman. of New-York is 
credited with having done something to 
bring the two houses together. Representa- 
tive Fitzgerald of Boston, who has been 
active in resisting the A. P. A. programme, 
expressed himself to-night in admiration 
of the liberal attitude of Mr. Sherman. 
Mr. Fitzgerald himself was honored to- 
night with a call from Father Stephan and 
other officers of the Catholic Bureau of In- 
dian Schools, who thanked him cordially 
for his fight in their behalf. 

The difference over the District of Colum- 
bia bill is of a similar character with that 
over the Indian bill, and a settlement is 
likely to be presented to the two houses 
early to-morrow. An adjournment will fol- 
low the announcement from the White 
House that the President has approved the 
bills, 

The House spent six and a half hours to- 
day in consideration of a contested election 
case—Truman Aldrich (Rep.) vs. Oscar W. 
Underwood, (Dem.,) from the Ninth Ala- 
bama District. It was the unfinished busi- 
ness when the House reassembled at 10 
o’clock, in further continuance of the legis- 
lative day of Saturday, the pending question 
being the motion by Mr. Daniels (Rep., N. 
Y.,) to lay on the table the motion by Mr. 


Owen (Dem., Ky.,) to reconsider the vote 
by which on Monday the House decided to 
consider the case. 

There being no quorum present at that 
time, it was decided by the Republican lead- 
ers to enforce for the first time the Tucker 
rule, incorporated in the code of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress. Before all its feat- 
ures, especially that by which the Sergeant 
at Arms produces absent gentlemen, were 
brought into play; however, a quorum ap- 
peared, and the discussion was begun, It 
was participated in by Messrs. Daniels 
(Rep., N. Y.,) and Linney, (Rep., N, C.,) in 
favor of the contestant, and Messrs. Under- 
wood and Stallings, (Dems., Ala.,) in favor 
of the contestee. 

There was considerable Republican oppo- 
sition to the recommendation of the com- 
mittee, and the resolution declaring Aldrich 
entitled to his seat was agreed to by less 
than 10 majority, the vote being 116 yeas, 
107 nays. Mr. Aldrich was sworn in. 

The Senate to-day agreed to the confer- 
ence report on the Naval bill, reducing the 
number of new battleships to three, and 
directing that no contracts shall be made 
for armor plate until after the Secretary 
of the Navy shall have inquired into the 
ecst of manufacture, and shall have made 
a report to Congress. 

The bill increasing from. $12 to $50 a 
month the pension of Francis E. Hoover, 
which was vetoed by the President and 
afterward passed by the House over the 
President’s veto, was taken:up in the Sen- 
ate and discussed briefly, but when the 
Senate came to vote upon,its passage, it 
turned out there was no ‘voting quorum 
in the chamber. The Senate, then, adjourned.

THE RAILROADS. 


Nortcik and Western and the Joint 
Traffic 


Henry Fink, one of the receivers of the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad, came to this 
city yesterday and conferred with Chauncey 
M. Depew and President E. B. Thomas of 
the Erie regarding the relations, present 
and future, between the Norfolk and West- 
ern and the Joint Traffic Association. In- 
asmuch as the Norfolk and Western, as an 
outside road, exercises a great deal of free- 
dom in the making of freight rates, the 
managers of the Joint Traffic Association 
are desirous that the Norfolk and Western 


should become a member of the association. 
The conference yesterday was not public, 
but it is understood that Mr. Fink ex- 
pressed a willingness to do all that he 
could to promote harmony in freight rate 
matters. It is expected that he will talk 
the matter over with his co-receiver, Mr. 
Kimball, and within a few days communi- 
cate more definitely with the Messrs. De- 
pew and Thomas. 

General Eastern Agent Pinckney of the 
Norfolk and Western is quoted by a Phil- 
adelphia paper as follows regarding the re- 
cent issuance of the cut freight tariff: ‘‘ Our 
company considers that it is entitled to the 
same rates as the lake and rail ‘lines. They 
are virtually the same as the all-rail lines, 
because they are owned by them. They have 
been making as good time and have’ been of- 
fering as good, and even better, service 
than our line, and, in view of the fact that 
we had no lake line, we believe we should 
be on an equal footing. We asked the Trunk 
Line Association on April 30 last to sanc- 
tion our determination to issue a tariff such 
as we have, but they virtually declined. We 
are not members of that or. the Joint 
Traffic Association, and we notified them 
of our intention. We have issued a tariff 
of rates no lower than the lake and rail 
rates, only we add a few cents for insur- 
ance. We are not rate cutters. .We hope 
and think it only fair that the Joint Traffic 
Association will allow some of our com- 
petitors to meet our tariff. It is only equi- 
table and right. All we have done has been 
entirely open and above board. There is 
nothing personal in this matter. We are 
anxious to maintain rates, but we have 
some rights which we wish to protect.” 


Chicago-St, Paul Rate Troubles. 


CuHicaGco, June 9.—Danger is said to exist 
of a reinauguration of the freight rate war 
between Chicago and St. Paul. The settfe- 
ment With the Car Ferry Company, where- 
by the latter is allowed to make a small 
differemtial below the rates charged by the 
all-rail lines, is only a temporary one, and 


difficulties are likely to arise which may 
upset the whole arrangement. The raili- 
roads are not disposed to formally concede 
differentials to the ferry company, because 
a dangerous precedent might be set. No- 
tice has already been given by the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana Railroad that any dif- 
ferentials the railroads might recognize in 
favor of the ferry company would not be 
claimed by it, via Mackinaw. The idea of 
differentials to a line claiming to be inferior 
or laboring under disabilities is repugnant 
to Western ideas, no precedent therefor 
having been established west of Chicago or 
S rhe differenti 

© erential rates which the Chi - 
St. Paul lines have agreed to allow eee 
ferry to make are as follows: First class, 
5 cents; second, 4 cents; third, 3 cents; 
fourth, 2 cents; fifth, 1 cent, and nothing on 
carload classes A, B, C, D, and E. This 
arrangement is to hold good until Aug, 15 
next. In the event, however, that the car 
ferry reduces rates below the above difter- 
entials or in the event of the C*nicago-St. 
Paul lines reducing rates below the all-rail 
rates, or if any other disturbance in rates 
is caused by any of the parties in interest 
then the agreement will terminate. : 


Cost of the Air Brake Law. 


The work of getting freight cars prop- 
erly equipped with air brakes so as to meet 
the requirements of the interstate commerce 
law must be completed by the Ist of Janu- 


ary, 1898. It is understood that an effort 
will be made by several roads to secure 
an extension of time, as the great cost is 
more than they can meet at present, when 
their earnings are so low. The lowest 
estimates place the number of freight cars 
unequipped with alr in the country at pres- 
ent at about 650,000. 

Estimating the cost of the work as about 
$90 to the car, the sum of $58,500,000 will 
be needed to meet the expenditure that 
must be incurred by the improvement or- 
dered by law.

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FLYNN MARKING A BAD 
AT THE BROOKLYN

A Dend Heat for the Rich Hudson 
Stake Arbuckle 
George Kessler—Haudspring Had 
an Easy Victory in the Run for 
the Carltou—Favorites Were Beat- 
en in All but One of the Races 


Between and 


Yesterday. 


It is manifestly the duty of The Jockey; 
Club, if it wishes to have racing continued 
in this vicinity, to at once employ a starter. 
It has experimented and fooled around 
long enough with Politician Flynn who 
was appointed s:arter very largely through 


the advocacy of the Brighton Beach crowd, 
who were opposed to James Rowe and 
C. J. Fitz Gerald, and at the request of some 
speculative turf writers who had insisted 
that Flynn knew something about starting 
race horses. Mr. Flynn has been tested 
long enough to prove his absolute unfitness 
for the position. The number of good and 
prompt starts that he has made since he 
was appointed starter for The Jockey Club 
tracks can be counted on the fingers of one 
hand probably, certainly on those of both 
hands. He is the most dismal failure as a 
Starter that has ever been seen in the East. 

When The Jockey Club has ejected Flynn 
from the place he now holds and put in it 
some man who is capable, and who has not 
had his educaticn for the position in ward 
politics in New-Jersey, it should at once 
give him absolute power to control and 
punish the jockeys who refuse to obey 
orders. That power was taken away 
from Mr. Rowe and delegated to a miscel- 
laneous lot of Stewards who are not so sit- 
uated that they can know anything about 
what the jockeys are doing. Possibly the 
fact that the jockeys know that the starter 
has no power to punish them accounts for 
the failure of Flynn. It is an act of charity 
to the man to assume this. 

Fiynn capped the climax of all his bad start- 
ing yesterday, and eclipsed his own worst 
record in the third and fifth races. A man 
who had never seen a running race and who 
did not know what the horses were sent 
to the post for could not possibly have done 
worse. In the third, with a field of six 
horses. one of them, King’s Counsel, on 
which a lot of money had been wagered, 
was practically left at tne post. In the 
fifth, with eleven starters, Don Blas, also 
a well-backed horse, was absolutely left 
Standing, and Athy, Trade Last, and De- 
pensier were sent off so padly that “they 
had no chance whatever to get any part of 
the money. Azure, the favorite, was treated 
but little better. This race was a practical 
gift to the owneis of Marsh Harrier, who 
was allowed to get away so far in front of 
the field that nothing could sever catch 
him. 

This sort of thing is an outrage on the 
people who support racing. It may be a 
good thing for the men who lay the odds, 
as it may help to line the pockets of some 
of them with greenbacks, but they are 
hardly the only men whose interests are to 
be considered in horse racing. Even the 
layers would prefer a good start and an 
honest run for their money, and they were 
as loud in their denunciation of the start- 
ing yesterday as were the mass of the pub- 
lic. A few more days of such starting, and 
racing will receive such a black eye as will 
Settle the sport, just in the days when a 
brighter prospect for the sport seems about 
opening. The public will not stand Flynn 
unless he shows a very decided improve- 
ment at once, 

There were two important events decided 
at the track yesterday—the Carlton Stakes, 


for three-year-olds, at a mile, and the Hud- 
son Stakes, for two-year-ords, at five fur- 
longs. The first-named was won by Hand- 
spring, and was worth $4,000 to the winner, 
and the second resulted in a dead heat be- 
tween J. J. McCafferty’s Arbuckle and Matt 
Byrnes’s George Kessler. The latter stake, 
guaranteed to be worth -$3,500, was, as a 
matter of fact, worth an aggregate of 
$5,320, all but $150 of which amount being 
divided between the owners of the horses 
that ran the dead heat. The Hudson Stakes 
did not cost the club a penny, but the Carl- 
ton cost it $1,695, it being that amount 
short of its guaranteed value of $5,0u0. 

Handspring, ridden as he should have 
been, and as he was not in the race for the 
Belmont Stakes, won in the easiest possible 
fashion, but Hamilton II. was too near him 
at the finish to make him out a great colt. 
Still, it must be remembered that the colt 
has been troubled with sore heels, and was 
not considered to be gt his best. That was 
the reason there was as good as 1 to 2 
against him in the betting. The race of 
Refugec on Monday had impressed the lay- 
ers, and they thought he had a chance to 
beat the Dwyer crack. Refugee must have 
had the edge of his speea taken off by 
Monday’s race, for he could not show to 
advantage at any part of the journey, and 
Was absolutely last at the finish. Hand- 
spring ran in front all the way and won 
easily by three open lengths from Hamilton 
II., who beat Bonaparte the same distance 
for the place. 

This race had been: preceded by the run- 
ning of the Hudson Stakes, for two-year- 
olds, which brought about a pretty finish in 
spite of the atrocious start. When the 
horses got away, (‘(deorge Kessler and 
Lithos were in front, and for a time the 
latter was forced to ‘make the running, in 
spite of the fact that he had the top weight 
and had had two hard stake races last 
week. The effort was too much for him, 
and when it came to a drive in the stretch, 
George Kessler and Ai*buckle both passed 
him. After a desperate drive for the last 
sixteenth of a mile that peir passed the 
judges so closely together that they could 
not be separated, and a dead heat was de- 
clared. The owners divided the stakes 
rather than subject their horses to another 
hard drive, a very sénsitde thing to do. 

The best horse in the rice was Arbuckle, 
as he got away very bad'y and had to run 
around all the field ahead of him before 
he could catch the horse with which he 
ran the dead heat, Kessler having an easy 
and clear road all the way. In spite of the 
fact that King’s Counsel was left at the 
post and was a score of leigths behind his 
field before he had a chance to get in mo- 
tion, Garrison hustled him along in what 
appeared to be a very unwise fashion, and 
which proved to be a vain endeavor to get 
up to the leaders. It was not a true run 
race save for Kessler and Lithos, and it 
created a vast-‘amount of dissatisfaction. 

The other races were of little consequence 
save from the standpoint of the speculator. 
The opening dash was won by Cessette and 
was August Clason’s first victory this sea- 
son. The filly was second choice in the 
betting, the favorite and the good thing 
being Juno of the Keene strimg. She was 
held back in the ruck, while Lambeet tried 
to make a runaway race of it. Juno made 
a bid for the money at the end, but Cas- 
sette and Graciosa both peut her home, 
the trio finishing in a bunch, with Cassette 
a neck in front of Graciosa, and she a half 
length before Juno. 

Emma C. and Septour had a hot fight for 
the second event, a run of a mile and an 
eighth, for which Patrician was made a 
favorite. Emma C. won by a nose from 
Septour, and old Charade beat Marshali 
about the same distance for the third 
money. Patrician brought up the rear and 
seemed to have no speed at all. 

The fifth race, which was a present to 
Marsh Harrier, through the abominable 

tart, has already been referred to. Inthe final 
event, in which there were but four starters, 
Premier once more got the money by beat- 
ing the favorite, Buckrene, by a head. He 
ran a grand, good race, and was ridden 
with excellent judgment by Coylie, a lad 
that seems a better jockey than a lot of 
the boys from more fashionable stables 
and with a greater reputation with the pub- 
lic.

THE GREATER NEW-YORK COMMIS- 
SION. 

The Greater New-York Commission, 
as completed by Gov. MortTon’s appoint- 
ments, is altogether competent, and 
if its members devote a fair share of 
time and of earnest effort for the next 
seven or eight months to the task of 
devising the best system of municipal ad- 
ministration for the enlarged city, there 
is every reason to expect a result which 
will receive such support from the com- 
munities immediately concerned that the 
Legislature cannot fail to accept it. 

Of the six ex-officio members who were 
named in the act creating the commis- 
sion, Mr. ANDREW H. GREEN, President 
of the old Consolidation Commission, is 
the only one specially qualified for the 
work of framing a charter. His study of 
the problem of consolidation and of the 
conditions to be dealt with will be of 
great service on the commission. The 
three Mayors may be supposed to have 
knowledge of the affairs of their own 
cities and of the means of adjusting them 
to a wider system, and the two State 
officers may be of service on account of 
the character of their official duties, 
though there are several abler lawyers 
on the commission than the Attorney 
General. 

Of the appointees of the Governor, Mr. 
Seru Low is a man of exceptional knowl- 
edge and sound judgment in matters of 
municipal government and a thorough 
believer in non-partisanship in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of cities. 
Controller FircH is not less capable of 
being a useful member of the commission. 
He has knowledge in matters of city gov- 
ernment and he has unquestionable abil- 
ity and integrity. Gen. Tracy is not 
only a lawyer of. eminence, but has had 
much official experience and has shown 
high capacity in administration. Though 
he has been active in politics in iimes 
past, he is a man of independent judg- 
ment who would not sacrifice public in- 
terests to political ends. Ex-Judge DiL- 
LON’s qualifications are mainly those of a 
thorough knowledge of Constitutional 
and corporation law and the application 
of their principles, and there is no rea- 
son to suppose that he will have any 
other aim than to contribute his utmost 
to a sound system of administration. 

The three men appointed from Brook- 
lyn can be spoken of in almost equally 
favorable terms. Gen. Wooprorp has 
taken little part in public affairs in re- 
cent years, but he is an able lawyer and 
an upright citizen. Sias B. DUTCHER 
used to be regarded as a good deal of a 
politician, and has not altogether lost his 
taste in that line, but he has been en- 
gaged in business affairs of late. He is 
strong, clear-headed, and honest. Mr. 
Dr Witt was for many years Corpora- 
tion Counsel of Brooklyn and took a 
prominent part in framing the present 
charter of that city. While he used to 
be active in politics, no one understands 
better the necessity of guarding munici- 
pal government from partisan control. 
Judge GARRETSON and Mr. PINNEY are to 
be regarded as capable and satisfactory 
representatives of the interests of the 
Queens County towns and of Staten Isl- 
and in the consolidation. 

On the whole, the Governor is to be 
congratulated on the excellence of his 
appointments. He seems to have used 
his own judgment and to have had no 
purpose except to form a, commission 
well qualified for its task and likely to 
work harmoniously in its execution. The 
success of the Greater New-York move- 
ment will now be in the hands of this 
commission, for if it works with single- 
ness of purpose to establish the best form 
of municipal government for the Amer- 
ican metropolis, with no end in view but 
the welfare of its people, it will disarm 
opposition among ‘people and 
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KERP UP THE FIGHT.

Times how the free-silver movement got 
such headway in the Democratic Party. 
The tide of sentiment had turned against 
the party. Defeats were frequent in all 
parts of the couniry. Business was dull. 
Farm products were low. Farmers were 
unhappy and discouraged. It occurred 
to various Democratic leaders in various 
States to appeal to the farmers with the 
free-silver proposition. That, says Mr. 
Brice, “‘seemed a vote getter.” 

A correspondent of THE TIMES on 
Monday, describing the course of politics 
in the South, related how the “solid 
South” was broken by the intolerable 
tyranny of the political machine-to which 
it had given so much power. In this case 
the Populist movement had led the re- 
volt. It had taken up the free-silver 
idea. The Democratic leaders, in an ef- 
fort to stem the dissolution of the party, 
also took up that idea. To them, too, it 
“seemed a vote getter.” In both these 
instances the men who are really to be 
held to blame for the inroads of the sil- 
ver movement in the Democratic Party 
either cared nothing about the merits of 
their policy or were ignorant of them, or 
were willing to take risks if only they 
could hit upon “a vote getter.” 

This is no new thing in politics. It is 
constantly being done in all parties where 
there is no strong current of popular 
feeling or opinion forcibly: shaping their 
course. It happened long before the pe- 
riod covered by Mr. Brice and our cor- 
respondent. The inflation movement end 
its logical successor, the silver movement, 
have been treated from the first by both 
parties as ‘‘ vote getters.”’ @ut it is worth 
noting in the case of the Democrats not 
only that the trick was vain but that 
the occasion for it was of their own mak-~ 
ing. Mr. Brice should know this better 
than any one else. It was the holding 
up of the repeal of the Sherman act in 
the Senate in 1893 and the selling out of 
tariff reform in that body that brought 
about the Democratic reverses of 1893 
and 1894 and made the free-silver policy 
“seem a vote getter.” Had the party 
been true to its principles and done what 
it was elected to do, there would have 
been no need of any such bidding for ig- 
norant votes. The intelligent vote of the 
country would have kept the party in 
power. Mr. Brice has recently done 
what he could to fight the silver craze in 
his own State. But it was the ‘ Senators 
from Havemeyer” who brought the 
party to a situation where the politicians 
felt forced to take up the silver craze. 








THE MAYOR’S POWER OF REMOVAL. 

While it is eminently desirable to get 
rid of the disagre@ment in the present 
Police Commission, which so _ seriously 
hampers its action and threatens to im- 
pair the efficiency of the department, we 
cannot forget that the removal of one of 
its members\is a serious matter which is 
beset with difficulty. While the power 
to appoint heads of departments with- 
out consulting anybody else was given 
to the Mayor in 1884, the law in regard 
to removals has remained unchanged 
since the adoption of the Consolidation 
act. 

The Mayor can remove any head of a 
department ‘“‘for cause and after an op- 
portunity to be heard,’’ subject to the ap- 
proval of the Governor of the State, to 
whom the reasons for removal must be 
communicated in writing. The courts 
decided years ago, in the cases of Police 
Commissioners NICHOLS and WHSELER, 
that the “‘cause’’ must include “just 
and reasonable grounds,” that the oppor- 
tunity to be heard involved the right to 
be represented by counsel, to cross-ex- 
amine witnesses, and to call others in de- 
fense, and that the proceedings for re- 
moval are judicial in character and sub- 
ject to review by the courts on a writ of 
certiorari which may be issued either be- 
fore or after'the Governor's action in the 
case. 

The effort to remove NICHOLS and 
WHEELER was futile, though much 
stronger grounds for such action existed 
in their case than in any that can be 
brought now, so far as yet appears. The 
mere fact that one or more members of 
an official board are so out of harmony 
with others that they cannot get on to- 
gether and the public business is ob- 
structed is reason enough for a change 
in the composition of the board, but it 
may not afford sufficient ground for mak- 
ing removals under the present law. 

The fault is in the law. No adminis- 
trative board ought to be so constituted, 
or its powers so divided, that there can 
be a dead-lock on account df differences 
of judgment or of purpose. Either the

ity in a division. or else the Mayor

THREE MEN TWENTY YEARS AGO. 


Mr. RicHarp SmitH of Cincinnati has 
sent to The New-York Tribune a long 
article about ‘ Ohio’s sound-money cam- 
paign in 1875,” showing how the advo- 
cates of an honest currency and the op- 
ponents of inflation and repudiation were 
successful under the leadership of Mr. 
HayYeEs and others. Mr. SMITH does not 
mention McKINLey, but his purpose is 
to assist that candidate. The people, he 
thinks, care more now for tariff revision 
than for the inflation or degradation of 
the currency. 

McKIN.ey’s friends should say nothing 
in the East about the fight for honest 
currency and the preservation of the Na- 
tional credit in Ohio in 1875 and 1876, 
or the attitudd of Mr. Hayes and Mr. 
GARFIELD toward the currency issue in 
those days and the two years immedi-

of McKINLEY is too clearly disclosed by 
notorious facts. 

“The election of Hays as Governor 
of Ohio in 1875,’ says Mr. Smiru, ‘‘ made 
possible his nomination for President in 
1876.” But what was the platform upon 
which the Republicans of Ohio in 1876 
presented Mr. Hayes for the considera- 
tion of the party throughout the Nation 
as their candidate for the Presidency? 
Here are the first words of it: 


“We recognize gold as the true stand- 
ard of value, and the only steady and safe 
basis for a circulating medium.”’ 


Compare with this the wretched cur- 
rency “straddle” written by McKINLEY 
for the Ohio Republicans this year and 
adopted by them. And here are a few 
words from the letter written by Mr. 
Hayes to GARFIELD on March 4, in the 
campaign year of 1876: 

“My notion is that the true contest is to 
be between inflation and a sound currency. 
The Democrats are again drifting on the 
wrong side. We can’t be for the inflation 
side of the question. We must keep our 
face, our front, firmly in the other direc- 
tion. We can better afford to be beaten 
in Congress than to back out.” 

This candidate does not appear to have 
been restrained by “ the reticence of self- 
respect’ from expressing his opinions on 
the currency issue. 

Mr. Hayes became President in 1877. 
McKINLEY went to Congress in that 
year, and GARFIELD was also in the 
House. After that fight for sound money 
in Ohio, what was the attitude of these 
men at Washington toward silver infla- 
tion and repudiation? 

McKINLEY became a follower of BLAND 
and on Nov. 5, 1877, voted for BLAND’s 
free-coinage bill. GARFIELD, of course, 
voted against it. Two months later Mc- 
KINLEY voted for a resolution declaring 
that Government bonds were payable in 
silver. GARFIELD opposed it. In Feb- 
ruary, 1878, McKinupy voted against a 
motion to lay the amended Bland bill on 
the table; GARFIELD voted the other 
way. President Harps, the sound-money 
leader from Ohio, vetoed this bill. Did 
McKinuey of Ohio stand by him? No; 
he voted, on’ Feb. 28, 1878, to pass the 
bill over the veto. Where was GARFISLD? 
On the other side, with Hayes. 3 

McKINLEY should not be classed with 
these other Ohio men when Republicans 
recall the currency contest in Ohio, 
twenty years ago, and in Congress dur- 
ing the two years immediately following. 
He was associated with BLAaNp of Mis- 
souri. And so we think the less that 
McKINLEyY’s supporters say about his re- 
lation to the currency controversy in 
Ohio and at Washington during those 
years, the better for McKINLEY, at least 
in this oprt of the country. 








ART FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 

Nothing could be more timely than the 
report of Mr. Quiac from the Committee 
on the Library in favor of the bill to 
create an art commission of experts. 
The bill might with propriety and ad- 
vantage be made more cemprehensive. 
It applies only to the art collections in 
the Capitol and in the building of the 
Congressional Library. It provides for a 
commission of five persons who shall an- 
nually inspect these collections, and shall 
also examine all proposed additions to 
them and report their findings to Con- 
gress. 

The approaching completion of the 
Corgressional Library Building will fur- 
nish an object lesson of the greatest 
value in the desirableness of taking ex- 
pert advice. Gen. Casry had the good 
sense and the modesty to consult men of 
acknowledged standing in sculpture and 
-painting with reference to the decoration 
by those arts of ‘the building of which he 
had charge. While he by no means ac- 
cepted without question the advice he re- 
ceived, and while he reserved the author- 
ity which entailed upon him individual 
responsibility, he showed the deference 
of a man of sense to experts in subjects 
in which he was a layman. When the 
building comes to be opened to the pub- 
lic, the wisdom of his course will be vin- 
dicated. But it is certain ‘that hereafter 
attempts will be made in this building, 
as well as in the Capitol, as they have 
always been made in such work ‘for the 
Government, to procure artistic commis- 
sions by favor and not by merit. Against 
these attempts the bill favorably re- 
ported from the Committee on the Li- 
brary will act as a permanent bulwark. 

But there ought to be such protection 
afforded in all artistic work undertaken 
by the Government, or paid for with pub- 
lic money in whole or in part. The 
Public Art League has been formed for 
the: purpose of securing such a general 
safeguard. A general measure provid- 
ing for it would encounter no more re- 
sistance than the special and limited 
measeire proposed by the Library Com- 
mittee, ‘ 

The most. scandalous. and indefensible 
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design for the statue of Gen. SHERMAN 
which the committee of experts whose 
advice had been asked had not found 
worthy of consideration or mention. Yet 
by far the larger part of the money for 
the work had been appropriated by the 
Government, and the appropriation had 
not been coupled with any proviso that 


positively or comparatively worthless 
work. It was required only that the de- 
sign for a very important and costly 
work of sculpture should be approved by 
a committee of men ignorant of that art. 
Now, it seems that the only way in 
which the natural result of leaving such 
a question to such. a decision can be 
averted is a special statute prohibiting 
the payment of the public money. Such 
a procedure ought to be unnecessary, 
and would be unnecessary if the more 
general measure were enacted which is 
advocated by the Public Art League. In 
that case, we should have a general and 
permanent guarantee against throwing 
away good money on bad art. 








MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S NEW EMPIRE. 


Mr. JoseEPH CHAMBERLAIN is playing 
for heavy stakes. The Chambers of 
Commerce of the British Empire are now 
holding their third congress in London, 
and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, aS Honorary 
President, made the opening address yes- 
terday. He announced that all proposi- 
tions that would come before the con- 
gress ‘‘are dwarfed into insignificance in 
comparison with the proposals to secure 
the commercial union of the empire.” 
Then he went on to say: 

“Such a commercial union will necessi- 
tate a council of the empire, to which will 
be relegated all questions of commercial 
law in which the whole empire is inter- 
ested. But this is not all. Imperial de- 
fense will also come within the delibera- 
tions of the council of the empire, and this 
question is the root of a problem with 
which we have to deal. So far, however, 
there has been a dead-lock. The proposal 
of the British free-traders has been re- 
jected by the colonies, and the proposal 
of the colonial protectionists has been re- 
jected by Great Britain. Consequently we 
must find a third course, and in ‘give 
and take’ on both sides will be found the 
terms for such a proposal.’ 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN made a pretty defi- 
nite statement of the plan which he 
thought “would not meet with a blank 
refusal upon the part of Great Britain.’ 
It was in substance free trade between 
the colonies and Great Britain, “leaving 
the contracting parties free to make 
their own arrangements in regard to du- 
ties on foreign goods.” It is not easy to 
see how a system of tariffs can be ar- 
ranged on this principle. If the colonies 
give up the right of revenue duties on im- 
ports from Great Britain, they must re- 
place them by internal taxes which will 
fall upon their own exportable products, 
and thus put them at a disadvantage in 
British markets. If, as a compensation 
for this, they demand discriminating 
duties on imports into Great Britain that 
compete with their own, these will fall 
almost wholly on food. So Great Britain 
will have to pay a higher price for all 
the food that she imports—a measure 
which, Mr. CHAMBERLAIN to the contrary 
notwithstanding, we believe would be 
“received with’ a blank refusal on the 
part of” any responsible Ministry of 
Great Britain. 

But this may be in Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
mind when he declares that commercial 
union will necessitate a council of the 
empire which will have control of all 
commercial legislation, and of imperial 
defense as well. The creation of such a 
Legislature involves nothing less than 
revolution. It would take over decidedly 
the larger part of the functions of the 
British Parliament. Commercial legisla- 
tion involves a very great share of the 
control of taxation, while imperial de- 
fense clearly involves an equally great 
share of the control of expenditures. In 
such a council there would necessarily 
be representatives of what are now 
known as the colonies, but which would 
then, in great part, become essential 
members of the empire. These colonies 
are and would remain entirely independ- 
ent as to their home affairs, but they 
would have, what now they do not have, 
a voice in the affairs of the whole em- 
pire! Logically, ‘‘ Great Britain,” or the 
United Kingdom, would be reduced to a 
level not very far above that of Canada 
or Australia. It would differ in degree, 
but not radically in kind, 

The scheme is a very grand one, and it 
is in the line of the political evolution of 
the age. But, as we have said, it is prac- 
tically revolution. Should it advance 
far, the question of tariffs will play a 
small part. Every year makes it plain 
that the condition of commercial prog- 
ress is freedom, and the growth of the 
great British colonies is in the direct 
ratio of the extension of freedom in 
trade. What is of far greater importance 
is the inevitable development of the prin- 
ciple of representative government. That 


tries so widely separated as Great Brit- 
ain and her colonies. It will present 
great difficulties, but it promises very 
great results.

The latest of them comes 
from Port Townsend, where the mate of the 
great ship Benjamin Sewal! has been ar- 
rested for torturing a seaman named Mav, 
until that unfortunate mariner threw him- 
self and his gaping wounds into the rest- 
ful waters of the Pacific. The name of 
this mate is SmiTH. He will not be pun- 
ished. The United States shipping laws do 
not provide for his pnnishment. He will 
not even be discharged by the SEWALLs of 
Maine. Their philanthropy does not ex- 
tend beyond high-water mark. They are 
quite content that sailors should call their 
vessels “ hells afloat,”’ long as they are 
“the finest ships afloat’”’ and expenses do 
not exceed receipts. And so, it seems, 
are other American ship owners. The rem- 
edy? Pass the Maguire bill, now before 
Congress, making the owner, not his ser- 
vant the mate, responsible for the over- 
working of starved sailors. 











GOVERNOR’S STAFF AT CREEDMOOR. 


Gen, MecLewee Qualified as Marksman, 
Sharpshooter, and Expert. 


It was ‘‘Governor’s Staff Day” at the 
Creedmoor rifle range yesterday, and al- 
though Gov. Morton did not witness the 
practice of his aids, they acquitted them- 
selves like men, lying upon their stomachs 
during the greater portion of the day in 
their endeavors to qualify as marksmen. 

There was not a full attendance of the 
staff, but the following were present, and 
succeeded in qualifying at the 100, 200, and 
300 yard ranges: Adjt. Gen. E. A. McAlpin, 
Sergt. Gen. M. O. Terry, Inspector General 
of Rifle Practice B. M. Whitlock, Quarter- 
master General W. S. C. Wiley, Engineer 
in Chief Edmund Hayes, Judge Advocate 
General William C. Wallace, Inspector Gen- 
eral F. McLewee, Assistant Chief of 
Ordnance John Low, and three aides de 
camp, Col. H. L. Satterly, Col. John J. 
Astor, and Col. George B. Agnew. 

Besides qualifying as a marksman, Gen. 
McLewee succeeded in scoring as a sharp- 
shooter at 500 yards and as expert at 7U0 
and 800 yards. Gen. McLewee thus had 
the distinction of having been the first 
rifleman in the State to take all three qual- 
ifications. 

The day was almost perfect for the prac- 
tice. There was perhaps a trifle too much 
Sun at times, but the wind was all that 
could be desired, being directly from “6 
o’clock”’ and light. After the morning 
practice the members of the staff retired to 
the clubhouse, where luncheon was served 
and an hour’s rest enjoyed.

NO SILVERITE FOR GEN. SICKLES. 





He Will Not Vote for One if Nomi« | 


nated by the Democrats... 


Gen. Daniel E. Sickies was standing at the 
entrance to the Fifth Avenue Hote! last 
night when. a reporter for THE New-York 
Times asked him what, in*his opinion, the 
Democrats would do at Chicago in refer- 
ence to silver.

GORMAN WILL BE BOSS, 








The Maryland Convention To-day Wiil 
Be Under His Dictation. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 9.—The Democratia 
State Convention will meet at noon to< 
morrow at Ford’s Opera House to elect four 
delegates at large to the National Conven< 
tion and adopt a platform. 

There will be considerable silver senti< 
ment in the convention, although none of 
the leaders seems to think it will be of 
sufficient strength to do more than “‘ kick up 
a@ row.”’ 

However, nearly every Eastern Shore 
delegation has white metal men in’ its 
make-up, and it would not be surprising if 
they along with a few other agriculturists 
from Western Maryland should force some 
concession from the sound-money adherents 
of the cities. The silver men to-night are 
predicting there will be no mention of gold 
in the platform, and that the financ?al plank 
of the. platform will be, at the worst, @ 
straddle. 

Another topic of interest among all who 
are talking about the State Convention is 
whether or not Senator Gorman will allow 
John' K. Cowen, receiver of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company, and Gorman’s 
erstwhile enemy, to be chosen as a delegate 
at large. A big effort has been made by. 
the independents to force Cowen into thé 
delegation, but even if a double delegation 
should be selected, which to-night seems 
likely, with a half vote each, Cowen prob- 
ably would not be one of the eight. ‘ 

John E. Hurst, whe was the Demo 
eratic nominee for Governor last Fall, and 
who for some time has been booked for 
delegate at large, said to-day that he would 
not go to Chicago if Mr. Cowen should be 
selected. 

The fight between the regulars and inde- 
pendents, which cost the Democrats the 
State last Fall, seems to be still on, with 
the difference that the independents, now 
knowing their power, are biding their time, 
and, aside from the disposition to elect 
Cowen, awaiting overtures. If Mr. Gorman 
should make up the slate to-morrow with- 
out regard to the feelings of the independ- 
ents, in all likelihood there will be a spili 
which will jeopardize the Electoral vote o 
the State at. next Fall’s election. One o 
Mr. Cowen’s supporters, in discussing the 
situation to-night, said: 

“The point we make is this: Mr. Cowen 
is confessedly one of the ablest talkers on 
the money question in the country. If it 
is the desire of the Democrats of this State 
that Maryland should make itself heard 
and felt for sound money we can do it in ne 
better way than by sending Mr. Cowen to 
Chicago. If, however, the petty feelings of 
some of the heelers who have, perhaps, 
been held up to ridicule by Mr. Cowen are 
to be allowed to govern in this matter, then 
I suppose Mr. Cowen will have to stay at 
home, for he has never been popular with 
them. It would, of course, never do t¢ 
send him as anything but a delegate at 
large.”’ 

Mr.. Gorman will fix up the slate when 
he arrives in the morning, and undoubtedly 
it will go through with a rush whether or 
not the independents are recognized. The 
financial end of the platform is the only 
thing likely to cause trouble.

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THE LAURADA IN JAMAICA 





YOLLOWED BY A SPANISH WARSHIP 
TO PORT ANTONIO, 


tn Alleged Cuban Steamer Fired On 


by a Spanish Gunboat—She Re- 


turns the Compliment and Easily 
Eseapes from Her Pursuer—The 
Firing Was Done Off Port Antonio, 
in British Waters, Within a Mile 
of the Shore. 


KINGsTON, Jamaica, June 9.—The alleged 
filibustering steamer Laurada, from New- 
York, arrived at Port Antonio on Satur- 
day last. A Spanish warship was in pur- 
suit of her, but of course did not enter 
the port in her effort to capture the Lau- 


rada. The warship is still off the port 
waiting for the Laurada to leave. 

It is believed that the latter landed a 
large quantity of munitions of war in Cuba. 
If she should be pursued when she leaves 
Port Antonio she will run along the coast 
within the marine league limit until her 
superior speed enables her to stand out to 
sea in advance of the Spanish warship. 

On Saturday, May 30, a large steamer ap- 
peared off Port Antonio, making for. the 
harbor under full head of steam and with 
her pilot signals fiying. Before the port 
pilots could get under way the vessel turned 
Swiftly and made seaward. At the same 
time the mystery of this action was ex- 
plained by the appearance of a Spanish 
gunboat around the headland, also under 
full steam, and which had evidently been 
racing along inshore with the purpose of 
heading off the steamer, although in Brit- 
ish waters, being then within a mile of the 
shore. 

The steamer was evidently much swifter 
than the gunboat, although the latter made 
the harbor mouth first. As the steamer 
drew away the gunboat fired a round shot, 
Which passed to leeward of the chase. For 
a minute or so the latter was observed to 
Swerve. The spectators on shore supposed 
she had been hit or intended to lay to. But 
this was got the As the gunboat 
Tanged nearér a sheet of smoke and fiame 
arose from the steamer’s broadside, accom- 
panied by the rattle of rapid-fire guns. 

It could not be seen whether the fire took 
effect on board the gunboat or not, for al- 
Most on the instant she also vomited a 
cloud of smoke, and there was a crash of 
at least three guns. There was another dis- 
charge from the steamer, and then the two 
clouds of smoke sped away rapidly sea- 
ward. The warship continued firing, but 
the steamer stopped and bore away rapidly, 
fiying the Cuban flag. When last seen the 
Steamer was still uninjured so far as her 
going was concerned, and she was then out 
of range. 

On Monday morning her Majesty’s ship 
Pelican was dispatched from Port Royal to 
look up the Spanish gunboat. Presumably 
the Spanish Government will be called upon 
to answer for having attacked a vessel in 
British waters, although the vessel attacked 
Showed a flag that is not recognized by in- 
ternational law. 

In the early days of May the police at 
Port Maria, on the merest suspicion, arrest- 
ed the famous Cuban pilot Sefior Lanza. 
Lanza was suspected of being connected 
with a projected filibustering expedition, 
and was consequently shadowed by de- 
tectives; but the Jamaica detective’s idea 
of ‘“‘ shadowing ’”’ a suspect seems to be to 
make himself as obvious and as obnoxious 
as possible. The result in the present case 
was that Mr. Lanza led them a long and 
weary dance round the island until the 
crowning blunder of arresting him was 
made. 

By that time, as subsequent events showed, 
@ filibustering expedition had actually sailed 
from these shores for Cuba. In centring 
all their attention on the alleged chief of 
the expedition, the police lost all traces of 
the real parties, who got safely off without 
molestation. 

There being no direct evidence against 
him, Lanza was speedily ,released, and a 
departmental inquiry into the whole conduct 
of the case has been ordered. An action 
for heavy damages has been filed by Mr. 
Lanza. It is said that the Cuban Junta 
will defray the expenses of the suit, and 
that Lanza will hand over the amount of 
the award to the General Cuban“Fund,

DAWLEY TO BE RELEASED. 


Asa Special Favor to Consul General 
Fitzhugh Lee. 


‘Havana, June 9.—Gen. Gasco reports hav- 
ing met a party of rebels under command of 
the insurgent leader Calixto Garcia near 
Venta de Casanova, and again near Bay- 
amo, in the Province of Santiago de Cuba. 
The rebels on both occasions occupied 
strong positions, but after making a stren- 
uous defense were dislodged. 

A torpedo which had been placed in the 
road by the rebels exploded upon the ar- 
rival of the vanguard of Gen. Gasco’s col- 
umn, and eight soldiers were wounded. 
After the rebels were finally dislodged from 
their position they were pursued by the 
troops and dispersed. The loss of the in- 
Surgents cannot be ascertained. In the 
course of the fighting a Spanish Captain 
and four soldiers were wounded. 

On Thursday last a force of Havana vol- 
unteers which was acting as a garrison on 
the Precioso estate, near Cardenas, met a 
large rebel party and an engagement took

Seven of 
the Government’s force were killed and two 
Wounded.

A Libel on the Bermuda. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—The steamer Ber- 
muda, which was recently deprived of her 
registry by the British Consul at this port 
because, it is said, of her alleged filibus- 
tering expeditions, and which has since 
been lying at Camden, N. J., was to-day 
seized by United States Marshal Pfeiffer of 
New-Jersey on a libel filed by three seamen 
for unpaid wages. The amount claimed by 
the seamen is $27.75. It is said that the 
filing of the libel is part of a plan to se- 
cure a registry for the steamer under the 
American flag. It was stated this after- 
moon that if the vessel should be sold by 
erder of the United States court and pur- 
chased by an American citizen, her past 
record would be wiped out and her owner 
could procure new papers and sail her un- 
der the American flag. 


Minister Taylor Ill in Paris. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—Mr. Hannis Tay- 
lor, United States Minister to Spain, whose

Dr. James W. Cox, 

Dr. James W. Cox, homeopathist, died yes- 
terday in Albany. He had a stroke of pa- 
ralysis thirteen months ago, and was con- 
fined to his bed from that time until his 
death. He had been unconscious since Oc- 
tober, : 

Dr. Cox was born in Gilbertsville, Otsego 
County, Feb. 5, 1828. His first schooling 
was at an institution presided over by the 
Rev. John Hughes. At the age of thirteen 
he entered the Gilbertsville Academy and 
Collegiate Institute. The system and regu- 
larity which dominated his life were early 


foreseen, for during three college courses 
he never missed attendance at morning or 
evening prayers, never missed a recitation, 
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and never received a reprimand. At the 
age of eighteen Mr. Cox taught school near 
the place of his birth-at a salary of $10 a 
month. By the death cf his father, when 
he was twenty years old, the support of 
his family devolved upon him, and he man- 
aged, by teaching school and working his 
farm, to get along nicely. Shortly after 
having completed his twenty-first year Mr. 
Cox was nominated by the Whig Party for 
Superintendent of Common Schools. De- 
spite the fact that the town of Butternuts, 
in whieh he resided, was’ strongly Demo- 
cratic, he was elected. 

When yet a boy the medical profession 
had a strong attraction for Mr. Cox, and he 
read such works as he could secure on med- 
ical subjects. He set broken legs of chick- 
ens about the farmyard, and took a great 
interest in the results. He had passed his 
twenty-first birthday, however, when he de- 
cided to take up the study of medicine, go- 
ing into the office of Dr. Charles Sumner, 
at Gilbertsville. After six months’ study 
Mr. Cox was introduced to the charge. of 
the eminent homeopathist, Dr. Henry D. 
Paine of New-York City, who was then 
practicing in Albany. In the Fall of 1849 he 
matriculated at the Albany Medical Col- 
lege, from which he was graduated in 1852. 
He took up the new school of medicine, 
and was one of the pioneers of the Homeo- 
pathic Medical Society. Dr. Cox was one of 
the best known residents of Albany. He 
never accepted any political office, but was 
identified with many of Albany’s charitable 
and financial institutions. Two of his three 
sons, Frederic and Edward, followed the 
choice of their father as to profession. The 
other son is private secretary te Erastus 
Corning. ; 





Obituary Notes. 


—W. J. Young died Monday at Clinton, 
Iowa. He was born in Belfast, Ireland, Feb. 27, 
1827, went to Clinton in 1858, engaged in the 
lumber business, built his first mill in 1860, and 
when his mills closed and he retired three years 
ago, he was said to have the largest plant of the 
kind in the world. He is accredited with intro- 
ducing brailed rafts, instead of the old-fashioned 
way, and of introducing among the first the 
towing of logs by steamboats. He had liberally 
aided the churches, especially the Methodist, and 
built and presented to that society the Esther 
Young Memorial Chapel. 


—William A. Ure, one of the proprietors 
of The Newark Sunday Call, and President of the 
Newark Board of Trade, died yesterday. Mr. 
Ure was born at West Farms, Westchester 
County, N. Y., April-8, 1839. He became inter- 
ested in the newspaper business in 1867, as city 
editor of The Newark Journal. He was after- 
ward correspondent at Trenton, and then man- 
aging editor of The Newark Register. He pur- 
chased The Sunday Call in 1873.

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THE CONGRESS OF THE EMPIRE’S 
* CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE.

Joseph Chamberlain Welcomes the 
Delegates to London, and Suggests 
that a Closer Union of the Empire 
in Trade Is Agreeable to the Gov- 
ernment—Preferential Duties for 
the Empire’s Dominions Moved by 
a Canadian Delegate. | 


Lonpon, June 9.—The third congress of 
the Chambers of Commerce of the empire 
began its first sitting in Grocers’ Hall at 10 
o’clock this morning. The hall was crowd- 
ed \with delegates and others. The Right 


Hon, Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies and Honorary Presi- 
dent of the Congress, delivered a speech 
welcoming the delegates, in which he prom- 
ised the representatives of Canada that their 
proposal of bringing into a closer union the 
various portions of the British Empire by 
the creation of a commercial zollverein 
would not be met by a blank refusal from 
the people of Great Britain. The Chambers 
of Commerce of all the British colonies 
were represented in the congress. 

Lords Loch and Knutsford, Mr. Sydney 
Buxton, M. P.; Sir John Lubbock, M. P., 
and Sir George Baden-Powell, M, P., were 
among those present. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in the course of his re- 
marks, spoke of the paramount necessity 
for the commercial, union of the empire, 


problems with which they had to deal. It 
was his opinion that a customs union was 
the most feasible of all of the proposals 
which aimed at commercial union, and it 
was an essential condition that Great Brit- 
ain should consent to replace the import 
duties upon certain articles of large produc- 
tion in the colonies, such as corn, meat, 
wool, sugar, &c., but he thought the pro- 
posal to replace such duties should emanate 
from the colonies, and not from the United 
Kingdom, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Chamberlain's 
remarks the Hon. Featherston Osler of To- 
ronto, Ontario, moved on behalf of the 
Board of Trade of that city that it was the 
opinion of the congress that the advantages 
arising from a closer union of the empire 
would justify an arrangement as nearly as 
possible in the nature of a zollverein, based 
upon principles of the freest exchange of 
commodities within the empire consistent 
with tariff requirements incident to the 
maintenance of the local Government of 
each kingdom, dominion, province, or col- 
ony now forming a part of the British fam- 
ily of nations. 

Delegate Mander of Wolverhampton sec- 
onded the resolution of Mr. Osler, and Sir 
Donald Alexander Smith of Montreal moved 
an amendment, reciting that the congress 
records its belief in the advisability and 
practicability of a customs arrangement be- 
tween Great Britain and her colonies and 
India on the basis of preferential treat- 
ment, apd recommending that her Majes- 
ty’s Government take steps to bring about 
an interchange of opinions on the subject 
between the mother country and the other 
Governments of the empire. 

Speaking in support of his amendment, 
Sir Donald Smith said that if the Imperial 
Government grasped the matter boldly its 
action would lead to another great colonial 
conference, held in London, at which the 
details of a measure which would be satis- 
factory to the colonies and the United 
Kingdom could be arranged. A moderate 
scheme of preferential treatment, Sir Don- 
ald said, need not shock reasonable eco- 
nomic theories nor lead to measures of re- 
taliation. He expressed doubt that in the 
face of a commercial union of the compo- 
nent communities of the British Empire 
other countries would initiate a policy of 
retaliation. Germany and the United States 
surely could not object, inasmuch as they 
had adopted a policy of preferential treat- 
ment themselves. 

Mr. Twigge of Vancouver seconded the 
resolution. 

Mr. Reid of Victoria said that he’ was 
not willing to accept either the resolution 
or the amendment. He pointed out a num- 
ber of obstacles, and advised that the sub- 
ject be relegated to the consideration of a 
conference of experts. 

Messrs. McCarthy of Liverpool, Holland 
of Manchester, and Burnie of Swansea sup- 
ported the present free-trade policy of 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Hopkins of Toronto referred to the 
Americans as looking forward to the time 
when the whole of America would be united 
under the McKinley tariff and the Monroe 
doctrine. The Arerican man of letters, he 
said, might not favor war, but the Amer- 
ican people— 

Here the Chairman interrupted the speak- 
er and called him to order. 

Mr. Hopkins, resuming his remarks, said 
that financial and commercial men must 
guard against the possibility of war, and 
should support the policy which guaran- 
teed that their food would come from their 
own people. 

Mr. Colmer moved to adjourn the debate 
on the resolution until to-morrow. 





CAPT. NEWCOMB HONORED. 


The American Scientist Receives an 
Honorary Degree from Cambridge. 


LONDON, June 9.—The University of Cam- 
bridge has confered honorary degrees upon 
Capt. Simon Newcomb, who has charge of 
the “American Ephemeris and Nautical 
Almanac,” and who is Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Astronomy at Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, Md., and Francis An- 
drew March, Professor of the Dnglish Lan- 
guage and Comparative Philology at Lafay- 
ette College, Easton, Penn. 


Prof. Simon Newcomb was born in Wal- 
lace, N. C., March 12, 1835. In 1857 he was 
appointed as computer on the Nautical Al- 
manac, which was then published at Cam- 
Mass. He entered the Lawrence 


Scientific School, and was raduated in 
1858. In 1861 he was appoin Professor of 
Mathematics in the United States Naty and 
assigned to duty at the Naval Observatory 
at Washington. There he negotiated the 
contract for the 26-inch equatorial tele- 
scope, supervised its construction, and 

lanned the tower and dome in which it 
s mounted, 

He was a member of several astronomical 
commissions from 1874 to 1882. In 1877 he 
became Senior Professor of Mathematics in 
the navy, with the relative rank of Captain. 
In addition, he in 1884 became Professor of 
Mathematics and Astronomy in Johns Hop- 
kins Daiverstty. e has received degrees 
from many universities in this country and 
abroad. In 1878 he was awarded the Huy- 

eus great gold medal of the University of 

den. In 1887 the Russian Government 
ordered his portrait to be painted for the 
collection of famous astronomers at the ob- 
servatory of kowa. * 

He is an associate of the Royal Astronom- 
ical Society, corresponding member of the 
Institute of France, and foreign member of 
the Royal Society. He is Vice President of 
the National Academy of Science, and from 
1876 to 1878 was President of the American 
Association for the Aa pncement of Science. 
He was formerly President of the American 
Society for Physical Research. His as- 
tronomical and mathematical works are 
many. Prof. Newcomb refers to astronomy 
as his profession and to political economy 
as his recreation. In the latter branch he 
has written several books. 

Prof. March was born in Millbury, Mass., 
Oct. 25, 1825. He was graduated at Am- 
herst in 1845, and studied law in New-York, 
being admitted to the bar. He taught law 
in edericksburg, Va., from 1852 to 1855, 
and then came tutor in Lafayette Col- 
lege, where 1857 he was made Professor 
of the English Language and Com tive 
Philology. In 1878 he was elected President 
of the American Fnitogios! Association, 
and in 1878 he became ident of the 
Spelling Raters Association. He is an hon- 
orary mber of the London Fanlodogical 
Society, a member of the American ilo- 
sophical Society, and a Vice President of 
the London Shakespeare Society.

JACKSON IS STILL IN JAIL. 





Funeral Services over His Wife Held 
in Plainfield Yesterday, 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., June 9.—Charles C. 
Jackson is still in the county jail at New-

writ of habeas corpus, but no one appeared 
to make the motion.

all legitimate efforts,to protect the Treasury of 
the United States against withdrawals of gold 
pending the rformance of the contract, was 
faithfully and efficiently carried out, and no 
gold wh&s taken from the Treasury to be used in 
paying for the bonds, as had been done in the 
two previous sales, nor was any withdrawn for 
shipment until after the delivery of gold in ex- 
change for bonds had been completed under the 
contract. 

After a large part of the gold had been fur- 
nished from abroad, the Secretary, in order to 
prevent disturbances in the rates of foreign ex- 
change at a critical period, and create a con- 
dition which would force gold exports and con- 
sequent withdrawals, acquiesced in a departure 
from the literal terms of the contract requiring 
one-half of the coin to be procured abroad, and 
accepted deposits of gold then held in this coun- 
try to ‘complete the delivery. 

Referring to the President’s urgent re- 
quest for financial legislation in his annual 
message of Dec, 20, 1895, and the failure 
of Congress to act thereon, Mr. Carlisle 
comes down to the last issue of bonds, un- 
der the circular of Jan. 6, 1896, calling for 
subscriptions to $100,000,000 of 4 per cents. 

Speaking generally of t various issues, 
the Secretary says: . 

Owing to the discouraging condition of our 
financial affairs and the consequent lack of con- 
fidence in the ability of the Government per- 
manently to maintain a reserjve under a system 
of redemption and reissue of notes, very con- 
siderable difficulty was encountered in effecting 
the loan invited by the proposals of Jan, 17, 
1894, and at one time pending the call it was) 
feared that the effort would fail. However, owing 
to extraordinary exertions made during the last 
two or three days preceding the time when the 
bids were to be opened, subscriptions for the 
whole amount were sectred, as hereinbefore 
stated. 

At the time the contract of Feb. 8, 1895, was 
made, the emergency was so pressing that the 
whole purpese of the loan would have been de- 
feated if the replenishment of the reserve had 
been postponed for a sufficient length of time to 
advertise for bids, and besides it was exceed- 
ingly doubtful whether, under the circumstances, 
any sales could have been’ made to the general 
public upon as favorable terms as to the rate of 
interest as were secured by that contract. 

Replying to that part of the Senate reso- 
lutions which directs the committee to 
investigate and’ report ‘‘ what effect the 
bond sales had on the credit and busi- 
ness of the people of the United States, 
the Secretary says that in his opinion, the 
sales were necessary for the preservation 
of the credit of the Government, and the 
security of the business interests of the 
people, and that they, in fact, accomplished 
those results. 

The investigation of the bond issues will 
be conducted with open doors. This decision 
was reached after an earnest discussion 
to-day in the sub-committee against the 
original purpose of the Chairman, Mr. 
Harris of Tennessee to conduct the sit- 
tings in secret. Senators Vest of Missouri, 
Platt of Connecticut, and others protested 
warmly against the star-chamber method, 
and Mr. Harris, seeing himself oyvtnum- 
bered, yielded to the majority without a 
formal vote. 

The committee adjourned to meet at 10 
o’clock the first day after the adjournment 
of Congress. Secretary Carlisle will be 
asked to appear and J. Pierpont Morgan 
will be summoned when the examination of 
Mr. Carlisle shall have been concluded. 

It is the intention of the sub-committee 
to prosecute the inquiry Pedi reasonable 
diligence until it shall be #oncluded. Sena- 
tor- Vest and the other members of the 
committee will remain in Washington for 
the present, for the purpose.of conducting 
the inquiry, but the committee probably 
will adjourn over the period of the Demo- 
eratic National Convention unless it shall 
conclude its work before the time for the 
convention to meet. It apparently is not 
expected that a report will be made to the 
full committee until after the National 
election.

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DEPLORES CRITICISM OF SPAIN, 


What a Correspondent Says of the Ate 
titude of This Country. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

Americans are deeply stirred by foreigry 
criticism. When Mrs, Trollope and Charleg 
Dickens told the plain truth about ‘thig 
country’s great faults, our press teemed 
with abuse and ridicule of the truth tellers. 
For years ‘‘ American Notes” were shut 
out from American editions of Dickensy 
But writers like James Bryce, who ignor- 
antly and hurtfully overpraise American ina 
stitutions, are equally overpraised them-< 
selves, 

If the whole press of Britain, Germany, 
France, or Spain should daily 
abuse of America; if they should tell their 
readers every day that we are treacherous, 
tyrannical, cruel; if they should encourage 
rebellion in this country, aid it every way 
they could, even to the violation of the 
laws of their own land; if they should daily 
call on their Government to meddle and use 
armed force to promote rebel success—how 
furfous Americans would be; how sternly, 
they would denounce the course of that 
press; how hard it would be for clear« 
headed mén to prevent rage at such con« 
duct from bringing on their land the dread< 
ful woes of war. 

When part of the press of Europe did just 
this, how wrathful were our people. 

Yet this is just what the American presq@ 
are doing toward an ancient friend and ally. 

When the Infanta Eulalia visited the Unite 
ed States, and was so warmly welcomedg 
when the officers of the Spanish Army and 
Navy were entertained at the University 
Club; when the civflian Spanish delegateg 
to the celebration of the discovery of the 
West Indies by a Spanish ship were over- 
whelmed with courtesies by our press and 
people—who would have thought that three 
years later the American press would daily 
insult and libel in the grossest way the very; 
people and State whom they had but yester« 
day so honored? Or that the majority 
of the American Congress would echo the 
insults of the press, encourage rebellion 
against that free State, and call on the 
President to intervene for the overthrow of 
that State’s rightful, lawful authority? 

How would we regard Spain had its press 
and people acted thus toward us during 
the rebellion here? Spain in that dark and 
trying time for us refused to meddle, re- 
fused to aid our rebellion and left us frea 
to put it down. Now is our time to show 
ourselves true men and treat Spain as well 
as Spain treated us—or better. 

The writer years ago traveled widely in 
Spain. He knows that country. He knows 
its history. He knows its people. Nearly, 
every statement made in the American 
press regarding the Spain of to-day is out- 
rageously false and a public disgrace. Many 
of the published statements about the Spain 
of the past are also false and misleading. 
The power that helped us defend ourselves 
against royai efforts to rob us of our lib« 
erties—the power without whose aid we 
probably could not have successfully re- 
sisted—is not one which we can honorably 
turn against in its hour of need. Tha 
treachery and ingratitude whereof Ameri- 
can journals ask us to be guilty are worse 
than any wherewith they falsely charge 
our Spanish brothers and friends. 

The London Times’s correspondent in 
Cuba, whose statement you reprint to-day, 
makes some bad mistakes. But even he 
feels obliged by observation on the ground 
to state plainly that the insurgents really 
are rebels and deserve the treatment of reb- 
els; and that the qtories of cruelty to rebel 
prisoners by Spanish rulers are false. 

In a state of war, especially of rebellion 
and martial law, harsh and oppressive 
things are always done. 

But who are to blame? The men whe 
caused them by taking up arms.

Recorder Goff Considers Him an Un- 
willing Witness, Because of His 
Apparent Reluctance to Testify 
Against Mrs. Fleming--Quarrels 
Between Mother and Daughter 
for Fifteen Years—Mrs. Bliss Held 


Her Daughter’s Fortune in Trust.

Fleming the 
Evalina M, Bliss, spent the greater 
part of yesterday in getting evidence of the 
affairs of mother and 


complicated legal 


daughter. 

The object of this testimony was to show 
that Mrs. Fleming did not get the right to 
touch any of the money left to her by her 
father until the death of her mother. 
defense, while not denying this fact, de- 
murred to the manner of its presentation 
by Assistant District Attorney Miller, and 
two hours were spent in a wrangle over the 
construction of the will of Robert Switt 
Livingston, Mrs. Fieming’s father, and 
Mrs. Bliss’s first husband. 

While much of this evidence was obtained 
through H. H. Bliss, who was kept on the 
stand all day, it was necessary to prove 
the correctness of the copies or originals 
of the documents by clerks from the Sur- 
rogate’s, County Clerk’s, and Chamber- 
lain’s offices. These witnesses were called 
up for a few minutes each, displacing Mr. 
Bliss only so lomg as they occupied the wit- 
ness chair. 

Mr. Bliss, late in the afternoon, was asked 
Some questions about the relations between 
Mrs. Bliss and her daughter, Mrs. Fleming, 
during the two months which preceded the 
death of the former. His answers were con- 
sidered by the prosecution to show such 
bias in favor of Mrs, Fleming that Mr. 
McIntyre asked the Recorder to consider 
him as an adverse witness for the prose- 
euiion, which the Recorder at once allowed. 

Mr. McIntyre then took Mr. Miller’s place 
in examining Mr, Bliss, and. drew from him 
some things which he had said to Mrs. 


Fleming just after Mrs. Bliss’s death. One 
of these was the question: ‘‘Is this your 
work?” alluding to Mrs. Bliss’s’ death. 


Mr. Bliss endeavored to explain this state- 
ment away, but acknowledged that its sub- 
stance was correct, though not the mean- 
ing that the Attorney wished to 
attach to it. 

From questions asked by Mr. Miller, from 
(@ sworn statement which he held in his 
hand, made in the District Attorney’s of- 
fice by Mr. Bliss, it would also appear that 
this witness on one occasion said something 
to Mrs. Bliss in the presence of Mrs. Flem- 
ing about being careful not to eat any food 
Sent to her by the latter. 

The name of Ferdinand Wilkes was 
brought up for the second time yesterday 


District 


Since the opening speech for the prosecu- 
tion was made, and it was alleged by Mr, 
Miller that he was the father of Mrs. Flem- 
ing’s youngest child, though no confirma- 
tion of this allegatidn could be obtained 
from the examination of Mr. Bliss. 

Mrs. Fleming came into the courtroom 
bright and smiling a few minutes before 
the Recorder appeared. Mr. Brooke, who 
did not appear to be at all cast down by 
the evidence given on Monday by little 
Florence King, was in court at 10 o’clock 
reading over a typewritten copy ef the 
testimony given the previous day. The 
jurymen began the day by using their fans 
vigorously, as the atmosphere of the court- 
room was stifling. 

Henry H. Bliss, Mrs. Fieming’s  step- 
father, was called to the stand by Mr. 
Miller. He is a stout, well-dressed, gray- 
haired man, with a florid complexion. He 


gave his evidence in an indistinct tone, and 
appeared carefully to refrain from looking 
in the direction of his step-daughter, though 


he has met her and talked to her in the 
courtroom during the intervals of the trial. 

The first part of Mr. Bliss’s evidence 
related to the death of Robert Swift Liv- 
ingston, his will, in which he left his prop- 
erty to his daughter at the death of his 
widow, and the marriage of the witness 


to the widow. The death of Mr. Livingston 
occurred. thirty’ years ago, and the mar- 
riage of Mr. Bliss to the widow two years 


later. 

Mr. Miller proposed to offer a certified 
copy of the last will and testament of 
Mr. Livingston, but Mr. Brooka objected 
to its introduction ! 
it was irrelevant. Mr. Miller said the ob- 
ject of this testimony was to prove mo- 
tive on the part of the defendant, as she 
could only come inte actual possession of 
the money left to hes by her father in the 
event of her mother’s death. There was 
a long technical iegal argument on this 
point, which was ended by the admission 
of the will. Mr. Miller then spent three- 
quarters of an hour. in reading aloud the 
will to the jury. 


Thomas M. Marsac, a clerk in the Surro- 
gate’s office, was called to produce Mrs. 
Bliss’s petition for appointment as guardian 
of her daughter, Mary Alice Almont, filed 
in 1871, 

Mr. Bliss, brought back to the stand, said 
that he did not remember what sums of 
money Mrs. Bliss had received as guardian 
of her daughter. He had not seen the 
books which contained the accounts fo 
fifteen or twenty years, when they were 
taken by an assignee, when Mrs. Bliss’s 
affairs became entangled. 

During a controversy which took place 
over the admission in evidence of some 
records from the County Clerk’s: office, of 

artition sales of the Livingston estate, the 

ecorder observed a thin woman with a 
large bouquet of flowers sitting in the back 
of the courtroom. He sent Richard Mc- 
Loughlin, Captain of the court squad, to 
find out what the woman wanted with 
flowers in the courtroom. She explained 
that she intended to give them to Mrs. 
Fleming during recess. The Recorder there-~ 
upon ordered Mr. McLoughlin to turn the 
woman and her flowers out of the court- 
room, which was accordingly done. 

The adjournment for luncheon came with- 
out any end of the tedious testimony of 
legal documents out of the long-past his- 
tory of the Bliss-Livingston family. Mrs. 
Fleming looked sprightly and animated as 
she returned to the courtroom from her 
luncheon in the Tombs. 

The point of the morning evidence was to 
prove that Mrs. Bliss had used her powers 
under the will of her first husband to 
have the various properties left to her and 
her daughter sold under partition sales, 
the widow getting her capitalized share, 
and the remainder being invested under the 
supervision of the City Chamberlain, to 
accumulate at compound interest for the 
benefit of the defendant at her mother’s 
death. 

“ This jury,” said Mr. Brooke, in making 
one of his numerous objections to the admis- 
sion of this testimony, ‘‘ must be tired and 
weary of hearing the recitals of wills and 
udgments and partition sales which can 
ave no possible bearing on the motive of 
the defendant in this case.’’ 

Mr. Brooke’s objections were always over- 
ruled sooner or later, and Mr. Milller con- 
tinued to pile up transcripts and certified 
copies of judgments in evidence. 

Mr. McIntyre fumed and fussed during this 
rocedure, partly from vexation at the 
ength of time taken up by secondary mat- 


. ters and partly from the excessive heat of 


the courtroom. Mr. Miller, on the other 
hand, seemed to be enjoying himself thor- 
oughly in reading aloud long pages of in- 
tricate legal jargon, which not a single 
member of the jury made the slightest pre- 
tense to understand. Dr. O'Sullivan, who 
had been absent from court during the 
morning session, appeared in the afternoon 
but did not stay long. ’ “ 


James Price, an employe in the City 
Chamberlain's office, was asked if the 
Chamberlain held funds in trust for 


Mrs. Fleming. He replied that on Aug. 30 
last, the date of Mrs. Bliss’s death, the 
Chamberlain had $70,000 in Mary Alice Al- 
mont Livingston's name. 

Mr. Miller at last began to ask Mr. Bliss 
questions about the events which hap- 
pened during June, July, and August, 1895. 
The witness said he last saw Mrs. Bliss on 


the Wednesday before her death at the 
Colonial Hotel. They had a conversation 
together. 


‘When the defendant came to the Colo- 
nial Hotel did you have any conversation 
with Mr. Anderson, the manager?’ Mr. 
Miller asked. 

“I told him I had some friends coming to 
stay with me, and that I would be respon- 
sible,” the witness replied. 

The witness. said he spoke to Mrs. Flem- 
ing about the expense of her stay being too 
heavy. Mrs. Bliss staid all night with her 
daughter on the Wednesday night before 
her death. The mother and daughter had 
a@ quarrel that night, and in consequence he 
told Mrs. Fleming that she must leave the 
Colonial Hotel.

“Yes. I mean,” the witness explained

The Recorder grew really angry for a 
few moments after the direct examination 
of the witness. He wanted Mr. Brooke 
to proceed with his cross-examination, and 
as the hour for adjournment had arrived, 
Mr. Brooke objected, on the ground that 
he wanted to read over the typewritten 
transcript of the testimony. The Recorder 
flared up at this and said:

“Witness,” said the Recorder hotly,

THE CHARGES AGAINST MR. PARKER 





Commissioners Roosevelt and An- 
drews May Testify at His Trial. 


There was much talk at Police Headquar- 
ters yesterday as to the outcome of *he 
charges which Mayor Strong caused to be 
served yesterday upon Commissioner Par- 
ker, accusing him of neglect of duty. Mr. 
Parker will have an opportunity to be 
heard on the charges before Mayor Strong 
at 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

It is generally thought that President 
Roosevelt and Commissioner Andrews will 
be witnesses against Mr. Parker. Com- 
missioner Grant may be called; he, how- 
ever, took no part in having the complaint 
made against his colleague; and prefers to 
remain on neutral ground. Commissioner 
Grant is Mr. Parker’s associate on the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Discipline, and it is 
possible that he may be questioned by the 
Mayor on matters covering the fourth speci- 
fication against Mr. Parker, which says 
that he repeatedly violated the rules and 


practice of the members of the board in 
neglecting to act promptly on cases where 
members of the force have been tried for 
misconduct. ° F 

Commissioner Roosevelt yesterday posi- 
tively refused to say anything relative to 
the charges against Mr. Parker. Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Andrews had a long con- 
ference during the forenoon, supposedly 
over the complaint against their fellow- 
Commissioner. 

A question arose at Headquarters yester- 
day as to whether Commissioner Parker 
can continue to perform the duties of his 
office and take part in the board meetings 
while the charges are pending against him. 

Col. Kipp, Chief Clerk of the department, 
said the charges would not prevent Mr. 
Parker from attending to his duties as Po- 
lice Commissioner, and that lie could not 
be interfered with until he hed been en- 
joined by the courts. 

President Roosevelt was also asked about 
it. He said there was no question as to 
Mr. Parker’s right to perform the functions 
of his office even while under charges. 
When asked whether there was any dispo- 
sition to have Commissioner. Parker en- 
joined, he said he thought not. 

Commissioner Grant was also asked as to 
the possibility of applying to the courts to 
have Mr. Parker enjoined. He said he had 
not heard of any proposition in that direc- 
tion and did not care to discuss the matter. 
Rumor had it yesterday that in the event 
of Commissioner Parker’s removal his place 
would be filled by the appointment of for- 
mer Excise Commissioner Harburger, but 
the rumor was speedily dismissed as pre- 
posterous,

Gould Says an Answer

For two years the Manhattan Railway 
Company has defied the law which express- 
ly provides that 2 continuous ride shall be 
given to passengers between points north 
and south of the Harlem River. 

Inwillingness on the part of Mayor Strong 
and Corporation Counsel Scott to call the 


company to account, or to take any steps 
to punish it or to compel it to obey the law, 
had roused citizens in the upper wards of 
the city, and their demands, as reflected in 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES, promise now to ac- 
complish what the constituted authorities; 
whose duty it is to enforce law, have failed 
to do. 

The indications are that at the meeting of 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners to-mor- 
row, when the Representatives of the Tax- 
payers’ Alliance and the North Side Board 
of Trade will demand that continuous trains 
be run, George J, Gould and Russell Sage 
will have an answer calculated to placate 
them. 


that an answer will- be ready. On being 
asked yesterday when the company would 
run continuous trains, he said: 

‘I cannot now answer that question. Our 
Directors have considered it for a long time. 
The subject is an important one. We shall 
submit our plans regarding it to the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners,” 

“Have you read the report of the meet- 
ing of the North Side Board of Trade last 
night, at which it was decided to demand a 
definite answer from you at Thursday’s 
meeting of the Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers?.”’ 

“ Yes,”” Mr. Sage replied, “and we expect 
to give a definite answer at that time.” 

Although this promise shows that Mr. 
Sage and Mr. Gould probably feel the neces- 
sity of respecting the law, up-town resi- 
dents will not make the mistake of thinking 
the Manhattan Company has good inten- 
tions, except as it may serve itself. No 
excuse is offered for the deliberate vioia- 


tion of law for the last two years, and 
none may be expected. 

The company’s scheme to seize the Bow- 
ery and Greenwich Street for storing trains, 
as is done in upper Second Avenue, and 
its plans for extensions and cross-town 
lines, that will shut out any adequate sys- 
tem of viaduct or overhead transit, have 
fallen flat where they have escaped criti- 
cism. Residents of the upper wards do not 
suppose,;that the Manhattan management 
hopes to convert them into friends. Their 
notion is that Messrs. Gould and Sage will 
be quite content if they can ward off at- 
tack. Notice by the north side Board of 
Trade that extensions beyond the Harlem 
River will be actively opposed by its mem- 
bers unless continuous passage under the 
law now violated shall be ussured at once, 
is believed to account for the apparent 
willingness of the company to obey the 
law which it has persistently violated. It 
will, of course, claim as much credit as 
possible for its tardy recognition of the 
rights ‘of passengers. Property owners 
across the Harlem will not be surprised if 
Messrs. Gould and Sage try to se the 
company as a benefactor handing out 
favors with generous hand. 

Ex-Civil Justice J. C. Julius. Langbein 
said yesterday that the visitors from across 
the Harlem to the meeting of the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners to-morrow will put 
their dentands to Messrs. Gould and Sage 
in terms requiring plain and explicit lan- 
guage. They intend, he said, to bring out 
a definite reply, which cannot be misunder- 
stood. Unless Messrs. Gould and Sage give 
e satisfactory. answer, fixing a time not 
far distant for furnishing continuous pas- 
sage, mandamus proceedings against them 
will at once be begun. Mr. Langbein can- 
not conceive any plausible answer that the 
Manhattan Company can make in such pro- 
ceedings, which will be vigorously pushed. 
Since the Manhattan Company is aware of 
the consequences of trifling in this matter, 
property owners think that fear and fore- 
sight will probably combine to bring about 
what the law and public comfort require, 
Mr. Langbein felt confident yesterday that 
the influences now set in motion will work 
effectively. 

As has appeared in THE NEW-YORK 
TIMEs in reports of meetings and in indi- 
vidual expressions, feeling is all one way 
north of the Harlem River. City Assessor 
Edward McCue, who resides in Willis Av- 
enue, near One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street, said yesterday: 

“THE NEW-YORK TIMES has earned the 
gratitude of the entire community above 
the Harlem River by its agitation of this 
matter. Passengers have long complained 
of the system of changing trains at the 
Harlem. It has been the leading topic 
among them for a long time. Every train- 
load of passengers transferred at One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-ninth Street starts the 
subject afresh. I can tell you that it has 
excited comments on the station platform 
by no means parliamentary. The delays 
from One Hundred and Sixteenth Street 
northward have been simply exasperating. 
They are almost regularly ten minutes in 
duration,,and often as much as half an 
hour. People in my neighborhood have be- 
come so much disgusted by these annoy- 
ances that they won’t venture south of the 
Harlem River at night, except under ne- 
cessity. Down-town amusement places lose 
that patronage because of the delays in 
getting home. I might be exaggerating if 
I said that a Twenty-third Ward visitor to 
a down-town theatre cannot count on get- 
ting home before 1 o’clock A. M., but I will 
say that I will forego visits down town in 
the evening rather than suffer the annoy- 
ances of the journey home. Many others 
feel the same way. I shall do all EF can to 
help the movement to compel the Manhat- 
tan Company to obey the law. It certainly 
deserves to be punished for violating it.” 

John McMahon of 30 Pine Street, the 
lawyer, is one of the unfortunates who 
have suffered by the company’s fajlure to 
run through trains. 

“In the last three years,” ‘the said, “I 
have gone to One Hundred and Sixty-sixth 
Street on through trains, by way of Sec- 
ond Avenue. That shows that the pas- 
sengers can be carried as the law provides. 
It might as well be done with Third Ave. 
nue trains, for the company not only owns 
property for the connection between the 
main and suburban lines, but it has built 
a connecting siding, which it uses for its 
locomotives. As it is, passengers’are trans- 
ferred at One Hundred and Sixteenth Street 
or at One Hundred anf Twenty-fifth Street, 
to suit the company’s convenience, and a}.- 
ways at One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street, where the daily crush is outrageous. 
Passengers each way meet there on the 
same platform. Every morning’ and night 
they ‘have to reach their trains by sheer 
force through densely packed crowds. When 
the suburban train is delayed by the raised 
bridge or any other cause, the crowd be- 
comes larger than ordinary by_additions 
from other down-town trains. When the 
grievance was everybody’s, there seemed 
to be no way to right it. I am thoroughly 
glad that THE NEW-YORK Times has taken 
the matter up, for people along the Harlem 
have d abundant reason for their faith 
in the ability of THe TIMEs to carry through 
whatever it undertakes. It may depend 
upon the unanimous support and cordial co- 
operation of citizens in the upper wards. 
We feel that relief is now in sight.” 

Alfred Dickson, who is a partner, with 
his brother, James Dickson, in the publica- 
tion of Dickson’s Uptown Wegkly, said yes- 
terday that he Cueconetiy < roved of the 
movement, and would do all he could to 
help it by personal exertion and through 
his. publication. He promised the efforts 
ef his brother ingthe same direction.

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What They Expect to Accomplish by 
National Organization, 


The New-York City Credit Men’s Asso- 

ciation met in the Broadway Centre! Hotel 
yesterday to welcome William H. Preston 
of Sioux City, Iowa, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee of Credit Mer, 
and to hear tbe message that he brought 
from the West to the East and what he 
had to say about the National Convention 
to take place in Toledo, Ohio, June 23, 24. 
and 25. 
' The New-York City Credit Men’s Associ- 
ation is about a year old, and is largely 
the result of troublg which individual credit 
men have had wit the conflicting laws of 
various States, and the attitude of some of- 
the mercantile agencies. There are other 
associations in other cities, and the move- 
ment to form a National association took 
definite form when the Toledo Chamber of 
Commerce issued an invitation April 29 for 
a National Convention of Credit Men to 
convene there this month, 

M. E. Bannin of Converse, Stanton & 
Cullen, President of the New-York associ- 
ation, was in the chair, and about fifty 
men well known in the commercial world 
were present when Mr. Preston was intro- 
duced. 

“The members ofthe Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Association,” he 
said, ‘‘ comprise 150 representatives of the 
leading houses of the country, Of the thou- 
sands of letters I have received on the 
subject, only one has been unfavorable to 
the plan, and it is quite probable that the 
writer of that letter will not be among the 
most honored when all is done, 

“As to the possibilities of the work to 
be accomplished through the National as- 
sociation, we can talk many hours and not 
exhaust the subject. If successful in noth- 
ing else but in securing better mercantile 


agency service we will have accomplished 
enough to justify our existence. It is a 
good thing to have an official voice by 
which we can call attention to mercantile 
agency abuses, and I have been assured 
by some gf the agencies that if we can 
show that changes are desired by any con- 
siderable number of credit men they will 
give the proposals their careful considera- 
tion. 

“The East has expressed considerable in- 
térest in the coming convention, but the 
West so far has shown more work and 
more enthusiasm. Chicago promises to come 
to the convention in a special train. New- 
Orleans will send F. C. Loret to speak on 
the subject of memorializing the Governors 
and Legislatures of the various States to 
persuade them to revise the collection laws 
to secure uniformity and to minimize fraud. 

“It may possibly be useful to, you to 
state that we in the West have found that 
a town can better be organized from the 
outside than from the inside. If a local 
man is the organizer we are apt to find 
that jealousies have crept in to such an ex- 
tent that his line is unrepresented. There 
are also some dangers connected with this 
work and some discouragements. The 
agency managers are active in making 
light of our movement and trying to neu- 
tralize it. They think that if we succeed 
we may have an agency of our own. 
don’t believe, however; that that idea is 
now in the minds of many of our people. 

President Bannin of the New-York asso- 
ciation said: ‘‘ No credit man can tell how 
it is that we have no National organization. 
That we need it there is no shadow of 
doubt. It is to our shame that we have not 
had it. Three delegates have been selected 
by this association to attend the National 
Convention in Toledo. They will be presgnt 
and will do their share in organizing and in 
getting the new body under way. It seems 
to me that the time is ripe for this move- 
ment. I think that a man who does busi- 
ness in Maine should have some idea of the 
state of credit in Fiorida. As we advance 
with our National organization wd will find 
the business men relying more and more on 
the credit-man who handles the cash of the 
house. They will build up our organiza- 
tion. Commercial agencies when they first 
began were slighted and looked upon with 
distrust, but after they became successful, 
business men unconsciously built them- 
selves up to the agencies. Our National or- 
ganization, when it is perfected, will have 
the same history.” ‘

COMPETITION FOR EXCISE PLACES. 





The Civii Service Commission Orders 
an Examination. 


ALBANY, June 9.—The State Civil Service 
Commission this afternoon notified State 
Excise Commissioner Lyman by letter that 
it did not deem it desirable at this time 
to make any change in its order suspending 
Schedule C of the civil service regula- 
tions, which threw the special excise/agents 
into the competitive schedule. 

The commission also stated that Col. 
Lyman’s suggestion as to the creation of 
an eligible list from which the officials re- 
quired could be procured had been attended 
to. Certain of the State Excise Commis- 
sioner’s suggestions concerning such a mod- 
ification of the rules for the examination of 
the special agents as will enable him to 
choose from localities instead of from the 
State at large were agreed to. 

The advertisement of the examination 
was also made public by the commission. 
It will be an open and competitive one, 
and will be held on June 24, in New-York, 
Albany, Syracuse, and Buffalo. 

The salary of an excise Inspector is 
$1,200 per year. Candidates will be rated 
on experience and examined on handwrit- 
arithmetic, (including fractions and 
percentage,) geography of New-York State, 
and provisions of and legal terms used in 
the liquor-tax law, the machinery for be- 
ginning criminal proceedings, the prepara- 
tion of affidavits and reports, and general 
questions concerning common business 
affairs. 

A separate eligible list will be prepared 
for each of the eight judicial districts. 

Applicants must be between thirty and 
sixty years of age, residents and citizens 
of New-York State, free from any physical 
defect that would interfere with the dis- 
charge of their duty. They mut not have 
been engaged in the saloon business or in 
the sale of liquor, directly or indirectly, 
within one year preceding the date of ap- 
plication, and must never have been con- 
victed of felony. < 

Three of the resolutions adopted were 
not given out to the press. They placed 
three places of the class in suspended 
Schedule C in Schedule A, which is exempt 
from any kind of e nation. These 
are second assistant cashier in the ‘New- 
York office of the Deputy Excise Commis- 
sioner, which was filled May 2 by the ap- 
pointment of Fred A. Sandland; that of 
Assistant Secretary to the Fisheries, Game, 
and Forest Commissioner, which was filled 
about a month since by the appointment of 
Charles A. Taylor, and that of accountant 
and transfer officer in the State Treas- 
urer’s office, which was filled by the ap- 
pointment of Richard G. Milks, May 18. 

This appointment was made by 
“ Brother’? Colvin, the State Treasurer. 
He has another place he desired trans- 
ferred to Schedule A, but failed to get his 
man, Factory Inspector O’Leary, at work 
on it early enough. The place is that of 
private secretary in the Factory Inspector’s 
office. Joseph R. Manson was appointed 
last week, after Schedule C, in which the 
place is classified, was suspended.

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ALDERMEN OBJECT TO HAVING 
CLERKS ON THE MERIT SYSTEM. 





Talk of Censvring he Mayor and of 
Employing Counsel to Resist His 
Alleged 
Meetings in One Day—Devices for 
Newspnper Stands with Free Ice 
Water and Lavatory under Stair- 
ways of the Elevated Railroad.

—=iach member of the Board of Aldermen 
receives a salary of $2,000 a year. Usually 
he sits a few hours every Tuesday in the 
Council Chamber at the weekly meetings 
of the board. Occasionally the Aldermen 
spend a few hours in committee work. 
Beyond this they do nothing in their offi- 


cial capacity in the interest of the city. 
Yesterday they varied matters a little by 
Holding two sessions and disposing of some 
of the’ board’s accumulation of business. 

There was some excitement at the even- 
ing session, when the Reading Clerk read 
the letter of the Civil Service Commission- 
ers, explaining that the clerks and at- 
tachés o? the board had been placed on the 
civi! service list. Alderman HalP (Repub- 
lican) moved, that the communication be 
referred to the Committee on County Af- 
fairs. Alderman Brown (Tammany) wanted 
it sent to the Committee on Law. Alder- 
man Oakley (Tammany) said that any ref- 
erence would be useless, and that the board 
should repudiate the whole business and 
censure the Mayor for approving any such 
action. : 

Mr. Oakley made a little speech. # This,” 
said he, “is a legislative body, and this 
attempt to foist the present attachés of this 
board on succeeding boards is an imposi- 
tion and is unjust. In my opinion, the 
Mayor should be censured for hi8 approval 
of this proposition. It would be of no 
avail to refer this matter to a committee, 
for it is evident that Mayor Strong has 
consulted with Corporation Counsel Scott 
and the Civil Service Commission before 
taking action, and that the whole thing 
was cut and dried.” 

Alderman Goodman moved that the let- 
ter be referred to the Law Committee, with 
instructions to ascertain what were the 
rights of the Aldermen, and to take such 
steps as the situation warranted, even to 
the extent of engaging special counsel to 
fight for Aldermanic rights. Mr. Oakley 
did not object to this, and the resolution 
Was carried. 

Alderman Ware, Republican, offered a 
proposed ordinance governing the placing 
of newspaper stands underneath the stairs 
of the elevated railroad stations. It pro- 
vided that the applicant for such a stand 
must be a citizen of the United States; must 
be indorsed by the Alderman of his dis- 
trict, and must pay $25 a year for the 
privilege. It is also provided that the 
stands must not be more than seven feet 
high and not wider than the stairway. The 
a was laid over until the next meet- 
ng. 

At the afternoon session Alderman Noo- 
nan, (Tammany,) offered a resolution au- 
thorizing the granting to ‘“‘A, B, and C” 
permission to erect and maintain a booth 
or stand under every elevated station in 
New-York, the permission to be enjoyed by 
“A, B, and C” for enty years, under 
the conditions that ‘A, B, and C” shall 
erect substantial booths of uniform pattern 
and keep them in repair, and that the Com- 
mon Council shall designate a dealer to oc- 
cupy a part of each booth for the sale of 
newspapers. The occupant in each case 
must keep the booth clean, pay for light, 
and agree with “A, B, and C” that in the 
event of failure to keep these conditions 
his permit be revoked. At the end of twen- 
ty years the booths are to become the prop- 
erty of the city. ‘‘A, B, and C” must fur- 
nish free ice-water at each booth, and must 
provide a lavatory in each booth. ‘A, B, 
and C”’ are to have the right to use the 
booths for advertising purposes, and to 
pay the city 5 per cent. of the net profit. 

This remarkable document was read by 
the clerk, and sent to the Committee on 
Streets. It is supposed to be a new form 
of the Defossez Kiosk scheme, that failed 
to get through in Albany this year. That 
is the Aldermen’s opinion of the game of 
‘A, B, and C.”"» Alderman Noonan said 
that he knew nothing: about the matter 
further than that it came to him in a sealed 
envelope, that was handed to one of the 
messengers, and*he thought it should be 
sent to the clerk’s desk to be read. Fur- 
ther than that, Mr. Noonan said, he had 
no interest in it whatever. Mr. Noonan 
ascertained after the meeting that a man 
named Leon A. Klein had prepared the 
resolution, and handed it to the messenger 
who handed it to Alderman Noonan. Klein 
is said to have represented himself as a 
French correspondent of the firm‘of Henry 
Clews & Co.

They Ask Secretary Olney to Take Ac« 
tion Regarding Cuban Embargo. 


Moses Krohn of Cincinnati, Ohio, Presi- 
dent of the National Association of Cigar 
Manufacturers of the United States, which 
has its main office at 50 Exchange: Place, 
this city, has sent to the Secretary of State 
the following letter regarding the tobacco 
embargo in Cuba: 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 9, 1896. 
Richard Olney, Secretary of State, Washington, 
mm. 2 


Dear Sir: On the 16th ult. Valeriano Wey- 
ler, Captain’ General of the Island of Cuba, is- 
sued a proclamation, Article II. whereof reads 
as follows: 

** A term of ten days from this date is granted 
for the purpose of exportation of tobacco leaf 
from the Provinces of Pinar del Rio and Havana. 
Within this -period of ten days all business 
transactions comprised in the contracts made 
prior to the present proclamation must be effect- 
ed; said term having elapsed the Island Custom 
Houses will not pass the Exportation Policies, nor 
will they allow the exportation of the tobacco 
leaf under any circumstances whatever.’’ 

Thereafter the said term was, as I am in- 
formed, somewhat extended by the action of the 
Spanish Government, but as I am now advised 
and informed, it is the intention of the Island 
authorities to shortly refuse to permit the further 
exportation of the tobacco leaf from the dis- 
tricts named, and from which a large part of 
the leaf supply coming from the Island of Cu 
into the United States i derived. 

The cigar industry of the United States of Amere 
ica is largely interested in the above described in- 
dustrial situation, and if the existing contracts 
for the delivery of leaf tobacco purchased on 
the Island of Cuba for use in the United States 
eannot be enforced, the result will entail enor- 
mous pecuniary losses on the manufacturers of 
cigars in the United States and cause great 
hardships to ensue to the many thousands of 
employes engaged in the cigar industry by 
forcing the latter into idleness, with its conse- 
quent suffering. 

Further considering the fact that the. proposed 
embaggo, if carried into execution, will cause 
a viol&tion of contract and treaty rights, and virt- 
ually confiscate the property of American citi- 
zens, I, as President of the National Association 
of Cigar Manufacturers of the United States of 
America, in their name, and on_ their behalf, 
protest against thé execution of said Article II. of 
said proclamation in the form in which it is 
issued, or in the threatened curtailment of its 
extension, if the same be effectuated, and most 
earnestly appeal to you, Sir, as representing 
our Government, for protection in the premises, 
and solicit your attention to this subject, and re- 
spectfully request you to take such action for 
the conservation of the important interests of the 
American citizens involved as may, under the 
circumstances of the case, seem proper to you.

of the Supreme Court. The day was the 
sixth of the trial, and when court opened 
the attorneys had before them nearly 223,- 
000 typewritten words, in the nature of the 
Official report of the case. 

Mrs. Carter was not called to strengthen 
Mr. Belasco’s side of the case, nor has she 
appeared in the courtroom since the trial 
began. Whether she shall occupy the wit- 
mess chair at ail Gepends on what the de- 
fendant’s counsel develops in the course of 
testimony, which he will begin to present 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning. 

Mrs. Katherine Dudley, the mother of 
Mrs. Carter, testified yesterday, and, while 
dates were things about which she posi- 
tively declined to commit herself, her evi- 
dence was in support of Mr. Belasco’s 
claim that he had a verbal contract with 
Mr. Fairbank to train Mrs. Carter. 

Aside from the statement of Mrs. Dud- 
ley, the most striking thing about the 
proceedings was the unanimity with which 
representatives of dramatic teaching and 
production testified to the leadership of the 
plaintiff as playwright and stage director, 
and supported his statements that $50,000 
Was _not too much for his work in train- 
ing Mrs. Carter; that his services as stage 
director for five weeks were worth $2,000, 
and that in no instance in his bill of par- 
ticular charges does he name too large a 
sum. 

Ons witness, Franklin Sargent, declared 
that he considered Mr. Belasco worth $20 
@n hour as a teacher.

Mrz. Dudley, who lives at 638 Clinton 
Place with her daughter, was the first 
witness of the day. She’ said she had 
kKknewn Charles L. Allen, one of the Chi- 
cago lewyers who represent Mr. Fairbank, 
for ten or fifteen years. She and her 
daughter, Mrs. Carter, she said, came to 


this city with Mr. Allen in 1888 or 1889, to 
see about Mrs, Carter’s start as@n actress.

Mr. Sargent said he had known Mr. Be- 
jlasco for fourteen years. ‘‘ Mr. Belasco, in 
my opinion,” he declared, ‘‘ranks at the 
head of the teachers - acting in this coun- 
try. I know personally or by correspond- 
— every teacher of acting in the coun- 

ry. 

“When I saw Mr. Belasco rehearsing Mrs. 
Carter at the very beginning,” said Mr. 
Sargent, ‘“‘she had no rank. She was not 
even an amateur. When next I saw her 
in ‘The Ugly Duckling’ her work was still 
crude, but she showed that she had been 
trained. There was. a marked improve- 
ment,” 

Ex-Judge Dittenbeefer asked Mr. Sargent 
a hypothetical question the reading of 
which took fully five minutes and which 
covered all the declarations made by Mr. 
3elasco as to his work in training Mrs. 
Carter, The question ended: ‘Assuming 
that a teacher of the standing of Mr. Be- 
lasco should do all this, what, in your 
opinion, would his services be worth?” 

“I should estimate by the hour at the 
rate of $20 per hour,”’ was the reply. . 

As Mr. Belasco claims he trained Mrs. 
Carter for sixteen months, five days a week, 
ten hours a day. according to Mr. Sargent’s 
estimate of his value, he should receive 
about $64,000 for the teaching alone. In his 
bill of particulars he claims $50,000, 

Mr. Sargent, aiso testifying as an expert, 
said he thought that for a man of Mr. Be- 
lasco’s standing %,000 was fair pay for the 
work of stagjng ‘*‘ The Ugly Duckling.’’ For 
Mr. Belasco’s work as artistic manager 
while ‘* The Ugly Duckling”’ was on tour, 
Mr. Sargent said $200 or $250 a week would 
be about the proper figure. Y 

‘““Mr. Sargent,” said Mr. Dittenhoefer, 
after recess, ‘*‘ Mr. Belasco testified that in 
training Mrs. Carter he had te throw her 
down, drag her around by the hair, and 
make her indicate heaven without looking 
up and hades without looking down. In 
your opinion, are those proper and neces- 
sary methods?” 

Mr. Deming objected to the question and 
Justice Giegerich ruled it out. 

Mr. Sargent testified that in the American 
Academy of the Dramatic Arts he employs 
twenty-three persons, six of whom are lect- 
urers. 

‘*How many of your teachers do you pay 
at the rate o1 $30,000 a month?” asked Mr. 
Deming when the witness had been given 
to him, 

“I pay none of them as much as that.” 

‘What is your highest rate?”’ 

“ Eight dollars an hour. They work seven 
or eight hours a week.”’ 

Mr. Deming then took up the list of 
parts in which Mr. Belfisco said he trained 
Mrs. Carter, so that she could go on the 
stage and play any one of them at a week’s 
notice. He asked Mr. Sargent whether, in 
his opinion, Mrs. Carter could play the 
parts as claimed. The witness declined to 
answer the questions yes or no, saying it 
would depend on conditions. 

Mr. Deming wanted to know whether in 
Mr. Sargent’s school in a single year he 
could prepare a pupil to make a success in 
thirty or forty of the greatest parts on the 
English-speaking stage. 

‘That’s a blind question,” said Mr. Sar- 
gent at first. Then he considered a mo- 
ment and said, ‘* Yes, I could.” 

“Mr. Sargent, in your opinion is Mr. 
Belasco’s charge of $50,000 for preparing 
Mrs. Carter for the stage a reasonabie 
one?”

Mr. Belasco had testified that while he 
was training Mrs. Carter, he finished up a 
few contracts he had on hand. Mr. Deming 
wanted to know if that fact would change 
Mr. Sargent’s estimate. 

“That doesn’t affect my opinion,” said 
Mr. Sargent. ‘‘ He’s still worth $50,000." 
“Mr. Sargent,”’ asked ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer, in redirect examination, ‘‘ was Mr. 
Deming ever a teacher or a pupil of 
yours?” 

‘**He never bore an official relation to 
me,” replied Mr. Sargent, laughing. ‘“‘ He 
was a proctor in my college when I was 
there. 1 don’t know whether he remembers 
it or not, but I do.” 

Albert M. Palmer was the next witness. 
He testified that he has been a theatrical 
manager in this city for twenty-five years. 
Then Mr. Dittenhoefer led him to the ques- 
tion of the value of the services of a stage 
manager. 

‘““Mr. Belasco stands at the head of his 
profession as a stage manager,” said Mr. 
Palmer. 

Mr. Dittenhoefer then wanted to know 
Mr. Palmer’s opinion as to the value of 
Mr. Belasco’s services as stage manager of 
‘The Ugly Duckling’’ for five weeks while 
the play was being prepared for production. 
‘““T should say anywhere from $400 to 
$600 per week,’’ was Mr. Palmer’s reply. 
“Mr. Palmer, do you pay your stage 
manager $400 a week?”’ asked Mr. Deming. 
‘*No, Sir,’””’ was the reply. 

“Is your stage manager at the head of 
his profession,’’ promptly asked Mr. Dit-

MAYOR STRONG ADDRESSES THEIR 
STATE CONVENTION, 





A Jolly Lot of Delegates and a Dis- 
Play of Diamonds—William J. 
Phillips on the Need of Legisla- 
tive Action to Secure Scientific 

* Care of the Dead—Questions An- 
swered as to Formalities at Fu- 


nerals, 


The seventeenth annual convention of the 
New-York State Undertakers’. Association 
was opened yesterday morning in the hall 
on the lower floor of the Presbyterian 
Building, in Fifth Avenue, with a speech 
by Mayor Strong and a general exhibition 


of brotherly love and good-will and flash- 
ing diamonds. 

The President of the association, August 
Eickelberg, presided, and with him on the 
platform, which was decorated with palms, 
were Mayor Strong, the Rev. Dr. B. B. 
Tyler, who made the opening prayer; Will- 
iam J. Phillips of Albany, ex-President of 
the association; C. S. Safford of Camillus, 
N. Y., and J. Charles Burton, President of 
the New-York City Undertakers’ Associa- 
tion. 

The gathering was a small one, but it in- 
cluded the wives, sisters, and daughters of 
some of the visiting delegates. 

“You see, we never can tell,” said ex- 
President Phillips, in explaining the ab- 
sence of the majority of the members of 
the association. “A man may have his 
traveling bag in his hand, ready to start 
for the convention, and then be detained 
by other business. Life is uncertain, and 
our business is with death.” 

That explanation has a genuinely pro- 
fessional sound, but it was almost the 
only thing about the first day’s session 
that had, unless it was one of Mayor 
Strong’s remarks. The work of the day 
went on in an easy, pleasant fashion, and 
with such celerity that a part of the busi- 
ness intended for the afternoon was trans- 


acted in the morning. The delegates hope 
> complete their work at one session to- 
ay. 

The address of welcome by the Mayor 
was the first attraction offered on the 
programme yesterday. He said: 

I am always glad to perform a duty of this 
kind. It gives me great pleasure to welcome 
strangers to the city. I can see that we are 
making constant improvements here in all lines. 

Our plans for new buildings for the College of 
the City of New-York and Columbia College 
show our progress along educational lines. I 
have no doubt that you are also making great 
progress. 

Then came the Mayor's joke, at which 
there was much laughter. He said: 

But I am much surprised not to see more 
medical men at your convention. They should 
have given you a royal welcome, The two pro- 
fessions seem to go hand in hand. Without the 
medical men your members are not able to make 
either progress or money. 

Then the Mayor told the convention what 
very good fellows were the few undertakers 
with whom he had happened to come in 
contact, and there was more laughter and 
applause. 

The great trouble with opening addresses 
and responses which are prepared before- 
hand is that sometimes they do not ex- 
actly fit the occasion. Sometimes they fit 
too well. It was a Httle strange that the 
response to the Mayor’s speech yesterday 
should have begun with these words: 

“To narrow-minded people our business 
is the subject of jest.’’ 

It was a very good address, and was 
much applauded. Ex-President Phillips, 
who delivered it, is one of the bright men 
of the convention. He said: 

Our purpose is noble. We have forced ourselves 
into a position that commands respect. We pur- 
pose to elevate our business. We need men of 
high character and intelligence; men who are 
kind, gentle, and sympathetic. The mah who is 
rough and rude is an unwelcome element. 

Our work requires science as well as sym- 
pathy. By agitation we can raise the individual 
standard of our members, but it is only by legis- 
lative action that we can obtain the scientific 
<cellence we desire. If there were more men in 
official positions who would understand that it is 
for their good, and not for their dollars, that we 
are working, we would soon have a class of men 
in our business who would produce more scientific 
and better sanitary results. 

“As a speech maker, I am dead,” said 
President Eickelberg, in opening his ad- 
dress. 

“I rise to a point of order,’’ exclaimed 
a facetious member, jumping to his feet. 
“TI should like to ask who has charge of 
the funeral.” 

“It will be in charge of Brother Farrell, 
and will take place to-morrow. at 
o’clock,”” replied the President, with busi- 
nesslike promptness. 

The election of officers will take place 
to-day, though just why Brother Farrell 
should be responsible does not appear. 

The President did not show any further 
signs of dissolution as a speechmaker. He 
read his address, which was a good one, 
and printed copies of it were handed to the 
delegates, according to the law laid down 
by the constitution of the association. 

The delegates were late in gathering at 
the afternoon session. They are a jolly lot 
of men, and they looked as though they 
had lingered long over the luncheon table. 
There were more of them than appeared in 
the morning, and the: diamonds on their 
shirt fronts twinkled merrily.« They mopped 
their faces with their silk handkerchiefs, 
and finally tucked them around their collars 
before they settled down to business. 

The display of diamords was a marked 
feature of the convention. President Hick- 
elberg, who is a New-York man, wore one, 
and F. J. Dougnerty of Brooklyn wore a 
big one that seemed to have as much to 
say as its wearer, and that was consider- 
able. Louis Roth of New-York City, the 


Hulberg another big one. The snowy white- 
ness of the shirt bosom of ex-President 
Crandell of the New-York City association 
reflected the many lights of one of the 
precious bits of pure carbon. Owen Gal- 
lagher of Brooklyn wore.a stone of a size 
appropriate to his capacious shirt front 
and his general reputation as a big polit- 
ical leader. 

Mr. Gallagher was in a promirent posi- 
tion on one of the front seats. He took an 
active Dagt in the proceedings when not 
indulging*’in naps induced by the heat. He 
had good company in this, for Chairman 
John Scrimgeour the Board of Trustees, 
another Brookly man, also slumbered 
| peacefully at intervals, sitting only a couple 
of chairs away from Mr. Gallagher, and 
directly under the eye of the President. 

There were several warm discussionsvin 
the afternoon, Mr. Farrell of Brooklyn 
always coming out strong on the negative 
side. The work of the afternoon closed with 
a ‘‘ quiz,’”’ conducted by Auguste Renouard, 
who answered questions that had been sent 
to the Chair. 

*“*T think I will stand on the floor, if you 
don’t mind,” said Quiz Master Renouard. 

“My dear brother Renouard,” said the 
President warmly. “JT shall appoint a 
committee to bring you to the platform if 
you do not come here.” 

The first answer was in regard to em- 
balming a body. Mr. Renouard said em- 
balming could be satisfactorily and safely 
done by the use of certain fiuids and an 
antiseptic wash. 

‘Coming from the cemetery, should the

“TI always send the hearse home as soon 
as the coffin is removed,’’ was Mr. Renou- 
ard’s answer. 

“If near relatives are pall-bearers, in 
what part of the procession should they 
ride?”’ was the third question. 

““It is very bad form to have~near rela- 
tives act as pall-bearers,’’ was the answer. . 
“T always prevent it whenever I can, 

‘“‘Should the bearers wear badges?’’ was 
the last question. 


“No, no,” answered the Quiz Master, 
amid great applause. ‘It is bad every 
time.”’ 


The session closed with a very hot dis- 
cussion as to whether the association 
should pay the expenses of its delegates 
to the next National Convention in Bos- 
ton. The association is in debt, and there 
was an almost unanimous vote against 
any additional expenses. 

The delegates were invited to an informal 
gathering at the rooms of the local asso- 
ciation last night. 





A LARGE COUNTERFEITING PLANT. 


The Seiamre Near Worcester, 
an Important One. 


George R. Bagg, Chief of the local Secret 
Service Division of the United States Treas- 
ury, and Frank Esquirell, one of his de- 
tectives, reached this city yesterday morn- 
ing from Worcester, Mass., where they had 
taken part in the raid which resulted in the 
arrest of two supposed counterfeiters. 

Neither Mr. Bagg nor Mr. Esquirell would 
discuss the matter yesterday, but some 
facts about the capture were learned at 
their office. 

Complaints have been received by the 
Treasury Department for some time from 
Massachusetts about the circulation of 
counterfeits of money, chiefly dimes, quar- 
ters, and half dollars. The information 
which led to the location of the plant where 
the counterfeits were made came from a 
machinist in Worcester. He received in 
October, 1895, an order for certain ma- 
chinery which he thought was to be used 
in some such business. When it was 
learned a week or two ago that he was 
making a lathe of a peculiar pattern, it 
was believed that it was for counterfeiting 
purposes. The lathe was for milling the 
edges of the coins. in the Government 


mints this is done by stamping. 

The Worcester police watched the ma- 
chinist’s shop, and when the lathe was 
called for they followed the men who took 
it away. They found that the workshop of 
the counterfeiters was in a farmhouse sev- 
eral miles from the city. 

This happened last Thursday. The Secret 
Service men, who had been working on the 
ease since last December, were notified, and 
a ‘telegram was sent to this city. Chief 
Bagg went to Worcester last Saturday, and 
it was decided to try to make the arrests 
the next day. 

The farmhouse is a frame structure, and 
on one side of it is a shed. In this shed 
was the counterfeiting plant. When the po- 
lice made the raid two Assyrians, Joseph 
Gukel and Shuhis George, were found in a 
bunk and were arrested. : 
Some very fine machinery was_ seized. 
The most elaborate piece was a high-power 
foot-lathe. There was also a high-geared 
foot-power punch and a die machine. The 
plant included a set of male and female 
dies for counterfeiting fractional currency. 
Some of the dies were fitted with an en- 
tirely new device in coin-making, by which 
the coin could be milled as it was punched. 
It was the plan of the counterfeiters to 
make coins out of German silver and plate 
them with genuine silver. It was said at 
the Secret Service office yesterday that 
coins thus made are among the most diffi- 
cult to detect, especially when they are new 
and the silver plating has not yet worn off. 
They have a fairly clear ring, and in ap- 
pearance are very like rea: silver. About 
twenty-five pounds of German silver was 
found in the shed. 

Gukel and George purchased the old farm 
on which the frame house stands through a 
reputable real estate dealer in Worcester 
last April. Even the neighbors had no idea 
of what was going on, although enough ma- 
chinery and hand tools to stock a machine 
shop and a quantity of charcoal had been 
carried into the house and shed. 

The raid and arrests on Sunday were fol- 
lowed Monday morning by the capture of 
two other Assyrians in Worcester. The ac- 
cused men waived examination in Worces- 
ter Police Court, and were taken to Boston.

FUNERAL OF MR. CORBIN 





BARTHOLOMEW’S CHURCH 
FILLED WITH HIS FRIENDS.

The Services Conducted by Bishop 
Williams—Many Men Prominent in 
Commercial, Financial, and Rail- 
road Circles Present—Floral Offer- 


ings from Employes of the Long 


Island Railroad Company and 
Other Corporations, 
Many men prominent in commercial, 


financial, and railroad organizations gath- 
ered yesterday morning in St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Protesant Episcopal Church, 
Madison Avenue and Forty-fourth Street, 
to attend the funeral of Austin Corbin, 


President of the Long Island Railroad, who 
was killed last Thursday by being thrown 
from his carriage, at his Summer home, 
near Newport, N. H. 

When the services began, at a little after 
10 o’clock, nearly every seat in the large 
edifice was filled. The chancel was al- 
most completely hidden by great masses of 
palms and floral offerings, in which roses 
and lilies of the valley predominated. 
There was an immense wreath of white 
roses, sent by the employes of the Corbin 
Panking Company, and another, nearly as 
iarge, from the Corbin household. There 
were also floral tributes from the engincers 
and conductors of the Long Island Rail- 
road, and from the employes of every con- 
cern with which Mr. Corbin was connected. 

Among the prominent men who occupied 
seats in the body of the church were 
Chauncey M, Depew, President of the New- 
York Central end Hudson River Railroad;

The services were conducted by Bishop 
John Williams of Connecticut, assisted by 
the Rev. W. R. Huntington, rector of Grace 
Church, and the Rev. Robert C, Booth, as- 
sistant rector of St. Bartholomew’s Church. 
The body of the dead railroad magnate, 
inclosed in a copper-lined oaken coffin, 
which was covered witii black cloth and 
ornamented with silver handles and bars, 
was accompanied from The Corbin resi- 
dence to the church by the members of 
the family. Upon tne coffin were wreaths 
of roses and lilies of the valley. At the 
entrance to the middle aisle of the church 
the men bearing the coffin were met by 
the clergymen and the pall bearers. The 
pall bearers were Senator William E. Chan- 
dler, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sir Roderick 
Cameron, Gen, B. F. Tracy, Dumont Clarke, 
J. Rogers Maxwell, Charles M. Pratt, J. G. 
K. Duer, A. N. Parlin, and W. B. Kendall. 
The clergymen and pall bearers preceded 
the body up the aisle, and following it 
were Mrs. Corbin, Mr. and Mrs. Edgell, 
Miss Anne Corbin, and Austin Corbin, Jr. 
Then followed all the household servants 
of the family, the officers *and Directors 
of the Long Island Railroad, and a dele- 
gation of employes of that road, the Cor- 
bin. Banking Company, and other organ- 
izations. in which Mr. Corbin was inter- 
ested. The coffin was placed on a cata- 
falque in front of the chancel, and then 
the simple but impressive burial service of 
the Episcopal Church wag read by Bishop 
Williams and the other clergymen. The 
regular choir of the church, assisted by a 
vested choir of forty-five voices, under the 
direction of Richard Henry Warren, the 
organist, sang ‘‘ Lead, Kindly Light,” and 
‘‘ Jerusalem the Golden.” > 
At the conclusion of the services the body 
was taken to the Grand Central Station, 
and thence by special train to Woodlawn 
Cemetery, where it was deposited in the 
handgome Corbin family vault. Only mem- 
bers of the family accompanied the body 
to its resting place, 
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Proposed Change in Grain Rules. 


There was a meeting of the grain trade in the 
Produce Exchange yesterday to discuss some 
proposed changes in the grain rules. These 
changes, which were submitted by the Board of 
Managers, provide for the issuance of a blanket 
receipt for grain stored in the warehouses f 
the Brooklyn Wharf and Warehouse Company. 
Practically all of the grain stored in this port 
is in the keeping of that company, and in order 
that the concern may make a delivery from any 
one of its warehouses, without regard to the 
original identity of the grain, (so long as the 
grade is satisfactory,) President McIntyre applied 
to the Produce Exchange for permission to issue 
general receipts. Discussion of the matter dis- 
closed the fact that the idea of the proposed 
change was regarded favorably, but it was de- 
cided to take no definite action until after an 
investigation as to the effect of such a change 
upon the grain insurance.

LARGE SALE OF KID GLOVES. 


Good Prices Obtained at Auction for 
Damaged Goods, 


Wilmerding, Morris & Mitchell of 64 White 
Street, auctioneers, sold about 13,000 dozen 
pairs of kid-gloves, yesterday. The goods 
were sold by order of the Underwriters’ 
Salvage Company of New-York. The gloves 
were imported by C. A. Auffmordt & Co., 
and were damaged in a recent fire in their 
place of business. 

Although this is a dull season for kid 
gloves, the prices yesterday were good, and 
the bidding was lively. A member of the 
firm of auctioners explained this by saying 
that a sale of damaged goods always seems 
to have a fascination for the trade, and 
that very often in such a case goods sell 
about as well as if not damaged. 

The goods represented a first cost of 
about $150,000. Prices ran about 30 or 40 
per cent. off, so that the receipts of the sale 
were not far from seventy-five or one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. The prices varied 
from two to nine dollars a dozen pairs, the 


latter ‘price being paid for some gloves of 
extra length which were practically undam- 


aged. 
The first lots offered, about 600 dozen in 
all, were bought for $3,000 by Smith & Mur- 
ray of Springfield, Mass. This was about 
the average price. Pardridge & Necher of 
Chicago also bought heavily, as did R. H. 
White & Co. of Boston. With these ex- 
ceptions almost all the goods were taken by 
local firms, among them bein Charles 
Broadway Rouss, Dunham, Buckley & Co., 
T. Rothschild, S. Steinfeld & Co., and M. 
Hamburger & Co. 
Representatives of a number of out-of- 
town firms were present. Some of them 
were the Weston & Hill Company of Man- 
chester, N. H., Woodward & Lothrop of 
Washington, Wyman, Fartridge & Co. of 
Minneapolis, Houston & Henderson of Bos- 
ton, John E. Hurst & Co. of Baltimore, 
Taylor, Symonds & Co, of Providence, Dan- 
iels & Fisher of Denver, Carter Dry Goods 
Company of Louisville, Freedman & Rose- 
man of Tuscaloosa, Ala., and T. T. Allen & 
Co. of Providence, 





BUYING COPPER MINING STOCK. 


Block of Anaconda Company Securi- 
ties Purchased by Foreign Syndicate. 


A report that a large block of the stock 
of the Anaconda Copper Mining Company 
had been sold to English capitalists was 
circulated in Wall Street late Monday 
afternoon, and early yesterday morning the 
fact was made known that the sale em- 
braced the entire holdings of the Hearst 
estate in that mining property, amounting 
to 270,000 shares. 

The stock was bought by the Rothschild- 
Exploration Company-Cassel syndicate, and 
the price paid is said to have been a little 
less than $28 per share, or $7,000,000 for the 
lot. The banking firm of Kuna, Loeb & 
Co. financed the transaction. 

This is the third purchase of Anaconda 
stock made by English .investors, and 
there is good ground for the bellef that 
the control of the property has very nearly, 
if not entirely, passed out of the hands 
of the American holders. J. B. Haggin, 
one of the largest holders, said last even- 
ing that the purchage of the Hearst shares 
by the foreign syndicate was not sufficient 
to take the control abroad. ‘‘ They can get 
control by paying for it, however,’’ added 
Mr. Haggin. 

Irwin C. Stumpf, representing the Hearst 
estate, was found in his offices in the Mills 
Building yesterday afternoon, and he un- 
hesitatingly said that the sale had been 
made, as described. 

The Anaconda mine is owned by the Ana- 
conda Copper Mining Company of Montana, 
and it has long been regarded as the richest 
copper mine known.

Trying to Reduce Departmental De- 
mands $900,000 More. 


The Brooklyn Board of Estimate held 
another session yesterday afternoon in 
Controller Palmer’s office. Secretary John 
K. Neal warned the members of the board 
that they would have to reduce the esti- 
mates by $900,000 in order to get the city’s 
expenses within the statutory debt limit. 
The Commissioners of Records of Kings 
County sent a note, asking when the fis- 
cal year of the county begins and ends. 
Corporation Counsel Burr advised that the 
fiscal year had not been changed by _the 
consolidation of the County and City Gov- 
ernments, but begins Aug. 1 and ends July 
$1, as before. 

City Clerk Benjamin wanted $41,000 for 
his office expenses-—-an increase over last 
year of $17,000. He was allowed $32,000. 
The Board of Audit asked for $14,000. It 
was allowed $13,000. 

The Charities Commissioners asked for 
$450,000. The matter was laid over for fur- 
ther information. a 
District Attorney Backus wanted $33,000, 
in addition to the $76,200 already allowed 
him for next year, for expenses between 
i 1 and Dec. 31.

GIRL AND TWO BOYS ENTER W. F, 
MERRILL’S HOUSE FRIDAY,

He and His Fumiiy Being Out of Town, 
the Children Stay There Until 
Monday Morning and Revel in the 
Good and Rich Things They Find 
at Their Disposal—Discovered by 
the Giri’s Efforts to Extract Music 
from the Piano. 


Three children were arraigned in the Ad- 
ams Street Police Court, Brooklyn, yes- 
terday morning for burglary. They were 
arrested early Monday morning in the house 
of William F. Merrill, 127 ‘Hicks Street, 
in which they had spent most of the time 


since Friday, in the absence of the owner. 

The prisoners were Katie Brennan, ten 
years old, of 46 Columbia Place; Alfred 
Frazee, ten years old, and Peter Slavin, 
eight years old, of 66 Columbia Place. The 
Brennan girl recently escaped from St. 
Dominick’s Home, to which she had been 
committed at the request of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

The boys said the girl was responsible 
for the escapade. They said they had 
met her early last week, and she invited 
them to go with her to the old Pierre- 
pont Mansion, at the foot of Remsen Street, 
where she said there was a bicycle, a pi- 
ano, and plenty of handsome gowns. At 
her direction, Frazee climbed over a reaP 
yard fence, opened a window, and admit- 
ted the girl and Slavin through the front 
door. They remained in the house until 
night, when they went away with a bunch 
of keys, which the girl had found. 

The girl on Friday told the boys of the 
Merrill House. They managed to get inte 
the house and remain there without at- 
tracting attention until Sunday, when neigh- 
bors thought the girl’s attempts to play a 
piano sounded unfamiliar. They knew the 
Merrills were away and could not account 
for the noise. The children were seen en- 
tering the front door about 4 o’ clock Mon- 
day morning. The American District Tele- 
graph Company, which had charge of the 
premises, was notified, and a policeman 
was sent to the house immediately. He 
then arrested the children. 

In the front parlor a table was found set 
with choice china, and the carpet was 
soiled with tomatoes, which had been spilled 
upon it. Handsome dresses, overcoats, and 
hats belonging te members of the family 
were lying about. E 

In court yesterday, Frazee said that they 
entertained themselves in the Merrill house 
by wearing the costly dresses and clothing 
which they found in the wardrobes and 
trunks. Frazee said that Slavin upset the 
tomatoes because he was awkward and un- 
used to eating in such a fine place. 

The girl's mother was also taken to court, 
because she, as alleged, received some stolen 
clothing from her daughter, but she satis- 
fied Justice Walsh that she had nothing to 
do with the children’s escapade, and was 
discharged. The two boys were also re- 
leased, but the girl was sent back to St. 
Dominick’s Home.

cisions in this State and 
D. C.; where the fight has also been in 
progress, and its effect will be to reopen 


the whole litigation. 

The decision of the Washington Appellate 
Court, promulgated a few days ago, held 
that the action of the New-Jersey court 
must be sustained. Here the custody of 
the children had been awarded to the 
mother. During the pendency of the Wash- 
ington proceedings, counsel for the Per- 
rines made a motion before Chancellor 
McGill to set aside the decrees in the Court 
of Chancery as imprevidently granted. It 
is upon this motion that to-day’s opinion 
is filed. 

The Chancellor reverses Vice Chancellor 
Bird's decision as irregular, and his order 
transferring the custody of the children to 
their mother as illegal.
